THE LATEST. 


There Is no longer any question that 
the Ruseian war fleet under command 
of Vice Admiral Rojeetvensky has en¬ 
tered the Straits of Korea on the Anal 
stage of Its long Journey from the Baltic 
sea to Vladivostok. Beyond the fact 
that the Russians were yesterday In 
the vicinity of the Tsu Islands, all Is 
conjecture. Apparently the only ave¬ 
nues of news transmission are held by 
the Japanese, and the authorities of 
that country are exercising a rigorous 
censorship. The paucity of Information 
which the censor has permitted to pas* 
has formed the basis for the belief In 
high quarters at St. Petersburg that an 
engagement has been fought and that 
the Japanese have suffered a defeat, 
the theory being that were the facts 
otherwise they would Immediately have 
been given to the world. In all events 
the course taken by Rojeatvensky’s fleet 
through the narrow waters eastward 
of Korea may be accepted as evidence 
that he Is bent on forcing Togo to ac¬ 
cept battle, the alternative being the 
bombardment of Japanese port* and the 
sweeping of the Japanese merchant ma¬ 
rine from those waters. 


The United Gas Improvement Com¬ 
pany yesterday sent a formal letter to 
the Philadelphia city government 
withdrawing Its bid for a seventy^ 
five-year extension of Its ga* leaj&e. 
The reason stated In the letter was 
the opposition on the part of the pub¬ 
lic toward the renewal of the lease. 
This Is a signal victory for Mayor 
Weaver and a defeat of the "organiza¬ 
tion's" plan to loot the municipality, 
but the political struggle between the 
Mayor and the "organization" Is not 
yet ended. 

In an address before the Cincinnati 
Law* School yesterday Secretary of 
War Taft discussed the differences be¬ 
tween the Senate and the President on 
the treaty-making question. The Sec¬ 
retary argues that the power contended 
for by the President* to conclude 
"agreements’’ for arbitration Is not an 
assumption of the treaty-making 
power, but the mere exercise of exec¬ 
utive functions, which the Senate may 
delegate to him. 


HOSTILE FLEETS PROBABLY 
HAVE MET IN BATTLE 


Censor At ToKio Holding Tight 
Rein On Correspondents. 


REFERENCE TO “HISTORIC EVENTS’ 


In a Peculiar Dispatch Indicates Fighting 
Has Occurred. 


IS IT A JAPANESE DEFEAT ? 


AH information Is Being Withheld and Cable Trans 
mission Is Refused. 


WASHINGTON HEARS RUMOR OF FIGHT. 


Tokio, May 27—9 p. m.—Transmittable information concerning 
to-day’s historic events in the neighborhood of the Tsu Islands is 
limited to the bare fact that Rear Admiral Rojestvensky’s main 
fleet, steaming in two columns with the battleships on the starboard 
and the cruisers And monitors on the port side, appeared in the 
Straits of Korea. All other information is withheld by the Japanese 
authorities, and cable information of any other reference to the 
movements of the Russian fleet or the movements of the Japanese 
is refused. 

« • • • 

[Especial attention Is called to the peculiar phrasing of the opening sen¬ 
tence of the foregoing dispatch. There Is no other intimation that a battle 
ha* occurred. St. Petersburg professes to be unable to get any news other 
than such a* comes from Japanese sources.] 

• • • 

As London Sees It. 


Differences have arisen among the 
labor leaders of Chicago and some of 
them admit that the teamsters* strike 
Is at a critical stage. The Associated 
Building Trades has withdrawn It* 
support from the strike. There was a 
renewal of rioting yesterday, and the 
police made twelve arrests. 


A tornado yesterday caused heavy 
damage in several towns in the Indian 
Territory- At Platter one man was fa¬ 
tally hurt and several others sustained 
serious injuries. Nearly ail the houses 
In the town were blown down. High 
winds and heavy rains are causing 
damage In Oklahoma. 


New York, May 27.—[Special.]—A special tablegrnm to the Sun says: 

London, May 27.—There Is no confirmation of the rumor of an engagement 
between the Russian and Japanese fleets In the Tsushima Straits, but the fact 
that the Japanese are censoring telegrams seems to lend support thereto. 

Special slflnificance is attacked to the Tokio dispatch announcing that "be¬ 
yond the fact that Admiral Rojestvensky’s main fleet, steaming , In two 
columns, the battleships to starboard and the cruisers and gunboats to 
ports, has appeared In the Tsushima Straits, ail Information of to-day’s his¬ 
toric events are withheld or transportation refused." 

It Is believed that the words "historic events" escaped the censors no 
tlce, and that they were meant to convey the intimation that something be¬ 
yond the arrivai of Rojestvensky had happened In Tsushima Straits.

Tokio Stirred By Rumors. 


The Governor General of Warsaw has 
directed the restoration of order even 
If the vigorous use of arms is found 
necessary. Coronation Day passed off 
quietly. Troop* were active In all 
parts of the city and prevented fur¬ 
ther destruction of disorderly houses 
In the suburbs. 

An understanding has been reached 
between the Gould interests and the 
United States Steel Corporation where¬ 
by the Wabash railroad In a few' 
months will secure a steel tonnage out 
of Pittsburg emounting to $7,000,000 an¬ 
nually. 

Twenty-two Armenians and two Mus¬ 
sulmans were killed Thursday at Nakhi¬ 
chevan In the district of Drwan a* a 
result of the renewal of hostilities be¬ 
tween Armenian* and Moslem*. 


Francis C. Randolph, one of the best 
known men in Alabama, was shot and 
killed In Montgomery by John Ran¬ 
dolph, a cousin, from whom he had 
demanded a loan of money under 
threats of violence. 


New York. May 27.—[Rpecll.]—A special cablegram to the Sun says: 

Tokio, May 27.—Tokio was stirred early to-day by the announcement that 
the Russian fleet was off Tsushima, in the Straits of Korea, and that the long, 
expected naval battle \vn* Imminent. 

The Arm report of the presence of RoJe**tvenFky’s ships this for north 
cam* from Sasebo. Orders were immediately Iswued suspending navigation 
In the Korean Straits. 

The report was soon confirmed by an announcement from the Admiralty 
that the full strength of the Russian *ea force In the Far East had been seen 
heading for Tsushima. 

Later rumors were current that the engagement had begun In the after¬ 
noon, Admiral Togo advancing from his base at Masampho, Korea, to meet 
the Russians. 

It was also reported to-day that flve Russian warships were sighted last 
Tuesday off Iturup Island, one of the Kurile chain, between Northern Japan 
and Kamchatka. 

It Is believed that the Russian warships at Vladivostok have left that 
port and started south, possibly with the purpose of aiding Rojestvensky in 
the fight wllh Togo. So far as known there w’ere only two cruisers there In 
condition to., flgbt.

Washington Hears a Rumor. 

Washington, May 27.—Private advices received here, of an entirely authen¬ 
tic nature, report more than twenty-one Russian vessels, including three 
battleships and three cruisers, off Saddle Islands, which ore sixty or seventy 
mile* southeast of Shanghai. Additional Information reports that It Is ru¬ 
mored a naval engagement has taken place. 

Minister Griscom. at Tokio, ha* reported to the State Department the 
announcement of the British Admiralty that the entire fighting strength of 
the Russian Baltic fleet was seen this morning headed for Tsuhlma Strait. 

Information has been received here from Shanghai that the six Russian 
war vessels reported to-day at the Saddle Islands have departed. Sixteen of 
the other vessels remain at Woosung in spite of the protest of the Japanese 
Government.

Russians Sink American Steamer. 


Tokio, May 2S. 9 a. rn.—News has reached here that Admiral Rojestven¬ 
sky’s fleet sunk an American steamer off Formosa about May 21. The name of 
the steamer Is unknown. Her crew was saved.

The sighting of Admiral Rojestvensky’s fleet off the Tsu Islands would 
seem to Indicate that the Russian commander has determined to take the 
boldest course and.

IS INSANE. 


Jury So Declares Pulaski 
Leeds’ Slayer. 


TO GET LIFE SENTENCE. 


PROBABLE ACTION OF GOV. 
BECKHAM AFTER SHER¬ 
IFF’S REPORT. 


WILL BE SENT TO LAKELAND 


Pending Restoration of Warner's 
Reason—Then Goes To Peni¬ 
tentiary At Frankfort. 


JURY OUT FOUR MINUTES, 


George B. Warner, condemned to dl* 
May 31 for the murder of Pulaski 
Leeds, was declared Insane by a Jury, 
impaneled by Sheriff E. T. Schmitt, in 
the Criminal Court yesterday. An¬ 
nouncement of the verdict, which was 
reached after but four minutes' delib¬ 
eration, wna received with wild en¬ 
thusiasm by the two or three thousand 
of Warner's sympathizers, mostly union 
labor men, who crowded the court room 
and Court Place. Sheriff Schmitt will 
now officially communicate to the Gov¬ 
ernor the result of the verdict . 

When Sheriff Schmitt*makes hi* of- 
flclal report of the finding to Gov. 
Beckhnm. It Is probable that Gov. 
Beckham will commute Warner 1 * sen¬ 
tence to life Imprisonment, and sign a 
formal transfer of the prisoner from 
the penitentiary at Frankfort to the 
Insane Asylum at Lakeland. He will 
be kept In the asylum during his In¬ 
sanity and should his mind be re¬ 
stored, he will be taken to Frankfort 
to serve hi* sentence In the prison 
there. 

Warner received the announcement 
of the verdict without any sign or In¬ 
dication that he knew what ha4 been 
done. When all the evidence had been 
completed the Sheriff gave a brief In¬ 
struction to the effect that It was their 
duty to state in their verdict whether 
Warner was at that time a person of 
sound or unsound mind. 

• • • 

Briefness Significant. 


When the knock on the door of tho 
Jury room was heard but four minutes 
after the Juror* retired, the great crowd 
present realized Instantly that a favor¬ 
able verdict had been reached. Cheers 
broke forth from all parts of the room. 
The Sheriff, fearing a disturbance. Im¬ 
mediately instructed his deputies not 
to return with the Jury until the court 
room had been cleared. This task was 
soon, performed by Capt. Janie* Hen¬ 
dricks and a detail of police. The crowd 
emptied Itself out into Court Place, 
where It continued to cheer and ap¬ 
plaud at the result so completely In ac¬ 
cordance with its wishes. The verdict 
was then returned. Warner was Im¬ 
mediately conducted back to the Jail. 
To avoid the crowd the officers took 
him across the bridge from the Court¬ 
house Annex to the main building and 
then out the Jefferson street door. 
Warner wns soon se«*n by the crowd, 
many of whom swarmed after him in 
the direction of the Jnil. 

The great weight of the evidence was 
for the defense. None of the three 
physician* summoned by the Common¬ 
wealth put in an appearance. They 
were Drs. W. O. Roberts, George W % 
Griffiths and J. W. Irwin. The Com¬ 
monwealth’s only testimony was that 
offered by two reportera and an artlat. 
Of the physicians summoned by the 
Sheriff, Dr*. J A. Ouchterlony, T. D. 
Finck, H. A. Oottell and J. H. Whitten- 
berg regarded Warner as an insane 
man. Dr. L. S. McMurtry, also sum¬ 
moned by the Sheriff, did not appear. 
Dr. Clint Kelly, one of the Sheriff’s wit¬ 
nesses. said he believed. Warner sane 
and feigning insanity. 

• • • , 

The Sheriff’s Next Step. 

Gov. J. C. W. Beckham will be notl* 
fled of the action of the Jury 
and n certified copy of the ver¬ 
dict will be mailed to him to-day by 
E. T. Schmitt, the Sheriff. No further 
action In the Warner case will ba 
taken until the Governor ha* notified 
the Sheriff what course to pursue. 

The Kentucky code provide* that 
when a verdict of Insanity Is returned 
In an Inquest on a person creidcmned 
to death the prisoner shall Imp kept 
confined In the county Jail or In soma 
lunatic asylum unill such time a* tho 
court shall determine that he is sane, 
when he shall be hanged, according to 
the original Judgment of the court. 

"I do not know what I will do with 
Warner, and I will not know how to 
proceed In the ease until after I have 
heard from Gov. Beckham. I will send 
him a copy of the verdict of the Jury 
to-day. and will hear from him perhaps 
Monday or Tuesday. I will follow his 
Instruction* In the case and do what 
he «ays to me should be doneV said 
Mr. Schmitt.

Say* He Did His Best. 


Joseph M. Huffaker. Commonwealth's 
Attorney, when asked to make a state¬ 
ment, said: "In spite of what many 
of the doctor* have said, I believe 
Warner a sane man. If the Common¬ 
wealth had had a bnrrel of money at 
its back with which to engage expert 
witnesses* it could have produced ns 
much testimony upholding Warner’s 
sanity as was brought out agnlnst It. 
I exerted jvery effort In my power to 
get evidence to sustain the Cominon- 
weath’s contention, but my witnesses 
did not appear. I will now write a let¬ 
ter to Gov. Beckham telling him Just 
what has taken place." 

Representing Warner In the exam¬ 
ination were CoL Beonett H. Young 
and Jacob Sollnger. Besides the Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney, Norton L. Gold¬ 
smith. his assistant, was for the State.

BALRYMPLE ARRIVES 


MAYOR DUNNE’S GLASOOW EX¬ 
PERT IN NEW YORK. 


GIVES GLOWING DESCRIPTION 


Of the Success of the Municipal Own¬ 
ership Project In Scot¬ 
tish City. 


New York, May 27.—Jame» Dal- 
rymple. superintendent of the City 
Trainway system of Glasgow, Scotland, 
who comes here at the invitation of 
Mayor Dunne, of Chicago, to advise the 
officials of the Western metropolis In 
their experiment with municipal owner¬ 
ship. arrived here to-day on the steam¬ 
er Campania, Mr. Dalrymple was met 
down on the bay by James O'Shaugh- 
nt.Hsy, Mayor Dunne’s representative, 
and by representatives of the New 
York Municipal Ownership League. 

Speaking of his mission to Chicago 
and municipal ownership generally. Mr. 
Dalrymple said that the principle had 
been ’successfully demonstrated in 
Glasgow. 

"Glasgow now controls its gas, elec¬ 
tricity, tramways, water, markets, 
parks, baths, lodging-houses and tele¬ 
phone system," he said. 'The tele¬ 
phone system is not so much of a suc¬ 
cess as we expected, however, as we 
are fighting the National Telephone 
Company, and we believe that In time, 
however, we will get it In better order. 
The situation *ln Glasgow is different | 
from what It Is here," he said. "In thD [ 
country, I understand, every man hold¬ 


ing a municipal position has to be a 
politician, whereos in Glashow every 
man In the city service must not be 
a politician. Since Glasgow took over 
the tramways In 1594 we have raised 
salaries and Increased mileage and re¬ 
duced the fares so that now It* Is a 
half penny per mile, the maximum 
charge being ten cents In your money. 
We plan to pay Interest. 2 per cent, for 
a sinking fund. Intended to wipe off the 
debt in thirty years, and 6 per cent for 
depreciation." 

Mr. Dalrymple said that little trouble 
hud been experienced with labor 
unions. He said that Glasgow had 
been successful with Its city gas plant, 
and had reduced the price to about 
fifty cents per 1.000 cubic feet. 

The Campania reported that she had 
been In continuous communication with 
land by means of wireless telegraphy 
during the entire voyage.

Some of Us manners and customs 
are a little different, but the main ob¬ 
jects In view at heart ure Identical with 
those of Harvard; nnd this may be said 
of ihe greater number of all the univer¬ 
sities and colleges in the United State*. 
But where did It all start? It started 
nt Harvard.

The men who founded Harvard College 
had a prodigious Inspiration when they 
mnd«» a drawing of the first seal of Har¬ 
vard University—a simple shield—and on 
It three books, nnd on the three books 
one word. "Truth”—nothing else. Only 
that one word "Truth " And now. you 
have Just heard the president of the As¬ 
sociated Harvard Clubs meeting here th*t 
that word characterises the right materl- 
>! for Harvard; that w*> want th*- b»v 
that loves tho truth, nnd tells the truth, 
nnd seeks the truth, nnd is prepared to 
act out the truth. But It Is two hundred 
and seventy years since the founders 
of Harvard put that single word upon 
Its shield.

The ideals 
of the Puritans remain, and are the moot 
forceful Ideals now moving the America© 
people 

There Is a fine sentence on the principal 
gate of the college yard as we call it. al 
Cambridge, "After God brought us safe 
to New England. wh« first bullded our 
hmiHos. provided the mean* of livelihood, 
built house* for God's worship, settled 
th** civil government, and then the next 
thing we longed for *xnd looked for whs 
th<» promotion of learning." That Is. aft¬ 
er thoe* prime deoessuies of rhelter. food, 
the worship of Gc»d. the settling of a civil 
government, next came education. And 
this is the order of development In any 
new American community to-day—the 
same order—except sosnctlm’es the modem 
American pioneer puts education a little 
earlier In the series.

Education the Main Hope. 

Is not education the main hope of our 
country? Is not the most lmtK>rtunt prob¬ 
lem for every section of our country, what 
tin- education of the rising generatton .s 
to be? We feel It So In Massachusetts to¬ 
day exactly as the Puritan* did In 1H42, 
when the sentence thnt 1 have quoted was 
written. We feel It to be Just as true 
to-day as It wns then. We feel it the 
morr perhaps because strange* races and 
strange religions to the Puritan* have jn- 
vuded Massachusetts. We have three 
Catholtc races In Massachusetts—the 
Irish, the Italian, the French Cat adl m. 
ami soon. If not already, they will con¬ 
stitute the majority of the people In Mas¬ 
sachusetts. How do we see that In Har¬ 
vard College? We see It because there 
ore over 3T*> Catholic students In Harvard 
University at this moment. In the college 
founded by the Puritans; we »e-* It b*»- 
cqpse of the French names coming Into 
our cutnlngue. the Italian nnd the Russian 
Jew names, nnd as to the Irish, they 
have been there for two generations al¬ 
ready. It Is not the 8outn alone, Indies 
and gentlemen, which has a race problem 
brirtre It; and the one means of dealing 
w:ih the race problem Is the same In 
M/ir^uhusetts or in Kentucky or In Lou¬ 
isiana—the one means Is education, tAp¬ 
plause.) 

How sacred, how holy Is the function 
of the American schools nnd colleges. Thv 
^hole prospect of republican success Is 
In their function—the whole hope that 
we arc really going to be able to de¬ 
velop on this continent n Government of 
the people, by the people and for the 
people. I say. without I he slightest ex¬ 
aggeration. that the whole hope for re¬ 
publican Institutions Is there In educa¬ 
tion. 

But we are making good progress In 
th** work of education In our country; and 
nowhere has more striking progress been 
made during the Inst twenty years than 
In the Southern States It is a marvel, 
what ha« already be«»n accomplished The 
jveonlr of the North have had no problem 
difficult as that which Is presented to 
the Southern States—1 mean no educa¬ 
tion problem SO difficult. We believe at 
the North. Just ns much as you do In 
the South, In the separation of the two 
races that divide *h*' South between them. 
We believe however, that the very fact 
of separation detaatwtmte* that 
races must etiloy the nmolest opportun¬ 
ities of education I think that Is the 
•**m and substance of the Northern be. 
lief about the Southern Problem If Is 
a question for generitlon«. not for the 
present generation, not for the next gen. 

• ••atlon. hot for u whole series of genera¬ 
tions working always through public and 
private education.

Sympathy Toward South. 

It Is. therefore, n singular pleasure that 
T Come here to the edge of the South, 
bearing an expression of the profound 
sympathy and Interest of Harvard Uni¬ 
versity. nnd all Northern Institutions of 
learning. In the tremendous educational 
problem of the South We look forward 
to the future, however, with n confident 
hope. There la nothing In the whole his- 
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States. They had come as the guests 
of the Kentucky Harvard Club and the 
far-famed Kentucky hospitality was not 
found wanting. 

College songs, with Individual mem¬ 
bers of the association as leaders, en¬ 
livened the dinner and there was not 
u dull moment from the tjme the ban¬ 
quet began at S o’clock until It was 
actually ended long after midnight.

A FIREMAN IS KILLED. 


Three Other Trainmen Are Injured 
In the Crash. 


Madisonville, Ky.. May 27.—[Special.] 
—Fast freight train No. SO nnd an ex¬ 
tra train collided nt the Victoria cooJ 
mlneh. on the Louisville nn.l Nashville 
railroad, one mile south of the city this 
morning at 4:45 o’clock. One man was 
killed and three others were Injured. 

The deal man Is Clarence Sterrlt, 
fireman on train No. 30 of Nashville, 
Tenn. Both legs were cut off nnd he 
was otherwise mangled. 

Engineer Tom Glonlut, of Nashville, 
of train No. 80. was caught In the wreck 
and one foot was terribly chushed. 
Engineer Shaver, of Earllngton, who 
was on the coal extra, saved his life 
by Jumping from his engine just be¬ 
fore the crash and was not seriously 
Injured. Two brakemen on the trains 
were Injured also. 

| The blame for the wreck has not 
, been fixed. The coni extra which hauls 
ihe coal from the mines here to 
! Earllngton, was switching at the Vic¬ 
toria mines, and Conductor Young, of 
that train, says he had no orders con¬ 
cerning train No, 80, but had orders 
that the south-bound passenger train 
due here at 4:25 o’clock, wps ten min¬ 
utes late, and his orders were to clear 
main track for the passenger. While 
running to the switch, train No. 80 
came In sight and before the swjth 
could be reached the head-on collision 
occurred.

COURT MUST PASS ON CASES. 


Philadelphia, May 27.—After a con¬ 
test lasting five days the Republican 
"organization," led by Insurance Com¬ 
missioner Israel W. Durham, was 
forced to-day by public opposition and 
clumor to abandon Its efforts to extend 
the lease of the city gas works to the 
United Gas Improvement Company f >r 
seventy-five yean*. Thomas P* * 
president of the company, to-day 
warded a formal letter to the pre.d<U 
of the select and common branches vf 
City Councils withdrawing his prop¬ 
osition to advance the city $25,000,000 
In consideration of the extension of the 
lease which the company now holds. 
This action was taken after a protrud¬ 
ed conference with Commissioner Dur¬ 
ham. State Senator McNichol and Se¬ 
lect Councilman Charles Seger, who 
presented the gas lease resolution In 
Councils.

A Signal Victory For Weaver.

The Injunction pro¬ 
ceedings brought by David Smyth, for¬ 
mer Director of Public Safely, and 
Peter E. Costello, former Director of 
Public Work*, against Mnyor Weaver 
and their successors. Col, Sheldon Pot¬ 
ter and A. Lincoln Acker, to restrain 
the Mayor’s appointees from conduct¬ 
ing the affairs of the two departments. 
Is still to come up for argument, and 
the leaders will make a determined ef- 
f-*:t to have the temporary Injunction 
made permanent. The temporary In¬ 
junction Issued by the Common Plea® 
Court was rendered Inoperative by a 
writ of supersedeas procured by the 
Mayor’s counsel from the Supreme 
Court. Chief Justice Mitchell, of the 
higher court, ha®, however, sent the 
case back to the lower court for argu¬ 
ment, and the supersedeo® Is In effect 
only until the question of the Injunc¬ 
tion ha® been decided by that tribunal. 
• • • 

Struggle Was Fierce. 

Since last Tuesday, when the Maycrr 
caused the first sensation by ousting 
Directors Smyth and Costello, and ap¬ 
pointing their successors, great pres¬ 
sure has been brought to bear upon 
the Cnuncltmen by both sides, and the 
"organization" leaders have steadily 
maintained confidence In their ability 
to have the gas lease passed over the 
Mayor’s veto. Popular opposition be¬ 
came so pronounced, however, that one 
by one members of Councils who orig¬ 
inally voted for the lease began to 
show a disposition to accede to the 
wishes of their constituents, and to¬ 
day, with almost a week Intervening 
before the lease should come up for 
final action, the Mayor required only 
seven votes In Select Council and ten 
In Common Council to sustain his v«*4o. 
It became evident that the leaders 
were losing control of Councils, but 
they were saved from putting their 
strength to the direct test when the 
United Gas Improvement Company 
withdrew Its bid. Commissioner Dur¬ 
ham. State Senator MctNIchol® and 
Councilman Seger held a two hours’ 
conferance with President Dolan with 
the result that the company officially 
assumes the responsibility of withdraw¬ 
ing the lease. 

• • • 

Opposition Scared the Company. 

Mr. Dolan's letter to Councils states 
that the modifications to the original 
lease bill, reducing the price of gas 
were not In accord with the offer of 
the company, but that they would have 
been accepted. Owing to the opposi¬ 
tion on »he part of the people, how¬ 
ever. Mr Dolan’s letter stated the 
I company was unwilling to enter Into 
any contract with the city looking to 
any variation of Its present lease. 

previous to th*> conference of 
the lenders with Mr. Dolan, 
there was a meeting In the office of 
United States Senator Penrose. Aft?r 
leaving 1 Mr Dolan’* office, the throe 
'leaders returned to the office of Senator 
Penrose arwl summoned former State 
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•>.M.at©r David Martin. He w*as asked 
to call on the Mayor and Inform him 
of the decision to withdraw the lease 
nf*oluTfo>ns». He did so, and returned 
with the Information that the Mayor 
had agreed to the withdrawal. Mr. Do¬ 
lan’s le*tter was then made public. 

The statement wae made by "organi- 
zaltion'’ leaders that the decision to 
withdraw the propoerU of the United 
Oa* Improvement Company was reach¬ 
ed by President Dolan early to-day.

of Warner he reached the conclusion 
that his brain hod been affected by the 
passage of the bullet, which he fired 
with suicidal intent Just after he killed 
Mr. Leeds. Dr. Reynolds Illustrated his 
point with a human skull, through 
which a hole had been drilled at a 
point to correspond with the wound In 
Warner's head. On cross-examination 
he admitted that the wound in War¬ 
ner’s head might not have caused In¬ 
sanity, and that It was Impossible to 
determine absolutely whether such was 
Ills condition. - 

John R. Pflanz, county Jailer, said 
that he had observed Warner constant¬ 
ly during the two years he has been at 
the county Jail, and he felt positive 
that the prisoner is insane. He be¬ 
lieved that Warner had a suicidal 
mania, and he had him guarded con¬ 
stantly with that In view. On cross- 
examination he acknowledged to hav¬ 
ing taken much Interest In Warner’* 
case, and said that Warner had fre¬ 
quently talked rationally. 

Robert Willson, a reporter, said that 
be had seen Warner a number of times 
in Jail, and while Warner talked ration¬ 
ally at Intervals, his conversation was 
often Incoherent. B. B. Blankenship, a 
turnkey at the Jail, said he had hud 
constant opportunity to observe War¬ 
ner, and he believed him mentally un¬ 
balanced. He declared that Warner 
appeared to Imagine himself as starv¬ 
ing. and that he would frequently ask 
for as many as half a dozen meals at 
once. W. F. Belsey. district detective, 
Fwore that he had guarded Warner for 
U 10 fourteen days he was unconscious 
at the City Hospital after tho murder 
of Leeds, and he believed him crazy. 
The testimony was ruled, out. however, 
because U was only the defendant’s 

§ resent condition which was In ques- 
on. Witness admitted on cross-exam¬ 
ination he had had one conversation 
With Warner since that time. The de¬ 
fendant, he said, recognized him and 
•hook hands with him, but witness be¬ 
lieved from his actions Warner was 
Bot right. 

The Rev. George R. Herr, chaplain at 
the Jail, testified that he had frequent¬ 
ly talked with Warner and that Wnm- 
«r‘s conversations were those of qn un¬ 
balanced mnn, When examined by the 
Commonwealth he stated that Warner 
had asked for poison with which to 
qpmmlt suicide. He udmltted that the 
condemned man had thanked htin In 
tin apparently rational manner, and 
ethers for their kindness. ’T have 
frequently visited lunatics at the asy¬ 
lum who did the same thing,” said the 
witness.

Believed Him Insane. 


NOTED FINANCIER WHO 

DIED FRIDAY IN PARIS 


Dr. Charles Molr, who based his opin¬ 
ion on general observation, testified 
mat he believed Warner insane, but 
dn cross-examination declared that the 
defendant’s memory seemed good at 
times and that he talked with coher- 
®tee. Dr. Walter 8. Roggess declared 
that he had made a close examination 
of Warner and regarded him as men¬ 
tally unbalanced. However, he talks 
Intelligently at times. This, witness 
stud, was nothing unusual, as many 
Insane people had lucid Intervals. He 
thought Warner was suffering from 
fattening of the brain. Dr. Ell's Dun¬ 
can’s opinion was favorable to the in¬ 
sanity theory. He was positive that 
Warner was not feigning. He had not 
testified at the trial of Warner when 
the defense exploited the Insanity Idea. 

Witness had examined Warner Fri¬ 
day. 

Dr. John Ouchterlony said that he 
had examined Warner twice during the 
week and found various evidences of 
mental unsoundness. He said that 
Warner was "uncommunicative, his 
pulse irregular, his weight not In pro¬ 
portion to his height, a deep seated 
sfrar over his left eye. his right eye ab¬ 
normally enlarged and his general con¬ 
dition giving evidence that his mind 
Was affected by the self Inflicted 
wound In his head. On crosit-jx-.im- 
lnatlon Dr. Ouchterlony expressed 
doubt as to whether Warner knew 
right from wrong. 

• • • 

More Expert Testimony. 

Drs. T. D. Finck and H. A. Oottell 
both testified that they believed War¬ 
ner was crazy. Dr. J. II. Whlttenberg, 
superintendent of the Euruptlve Hos- 
pRal, was of the same opinion. Dr. A. 
R. Blzot said that he had examined 
Warner twice and hod come to th»* 
same conclusion both times. He be¬ 
lieved that Warner was suffering from 
dementia. He did not believe that 
Warner's thanks to the Jailer for the 
assistance given him Indicated sanity. 
Dr. Eager, superintendent of Beech- 
hurst Sanitarium, gave It as his view 
that Warner was suffering from sec¬ 
ondary dementia, resulting from the 
wound In his head.

Say3 He Is Sane. 

Dr. Clint Kelly, who has been sum¬ 
moned by the Sheriff said he had ex¬ 
amined Warner and believed him to be 
of sound mind. He found his pulse 
regular, his face cleir and eyes bright 
He believed that his guarded answers 
nnd hesitation were Indicative of in¬ 
sanity. 

Archie R. Dunlap, a Courier-Journal 
reporter, said that lie saw Warner on 
the night of the last Inquest into his 
sanity May 19. Witness said he talked 
entirely rationally.

When the student body be¬ 
came thoroughly acquainted with the 
facts In the case this morning they at 
once assembled In convention and 
passed resolutions condemning the fac¬ 
ulty for what they term unwarranted 
and uncalled-for action. Incorporated 
In the set of resolutions was a clause 
which stated that no member of the 
clans would assist In the entertainment 
unless their comrade was allowed to 
do his share toward making the exer¬ 
cises a success.

HIGH HONORS FOR 

JEFFERSONVILLE BOY. 


Oapt William Benjamin 0*x. or Copt. 
Ben Coot as he was better known In 
river circles, died at his home three 
mites east of Jeffersomdlle yesterday 
afternoon of Bright's disease. He had 
been 111 for some time, but his death 
came unexpectedly to his friends, who 
were under the Impression he wao do¬ 
ing well. He was the oldest falls pilot 
around Louisville and wo* appointed to 
the position In 1869. 

Capt Cox was a native of Jefferson¬ 
ville, and was bom there March 5, 1824. 
Hl« father was a native off Nelson 
county, Ky., but came to LoulrvM© 
early in life and was a trustee when 
the town was first laid out. He moved 
to Jeffersonville in 1820, and was an offi¬ 
cer at Its reorganization In 1830. lie 
was a Justice of the Peace for several 
years. Capt. B«t Cox was born on 
Pearl street, between Market and 
Front, and In plain view of the river 
to which he was attached from his 
childhood. At the age of fourteen h© 
left school and became a cabin boy on 
the steamer Medoc. He advam^d rap¬ 
idly. Arid It was one of his pleasantries 
to say that he filled every pusltlofi on 
a steamboat but engineer and chamber¬ 
maid. 

A log was kept by CapL Oox, and this 
dhows he mode a total of 376 trips from 
Louis\ilie to New Orleums, of which 
138 were on regudar line and freight 
packets; 176 on towboats, and sixty- 
four on transient txxiita He was 
known as a careful man at the wheel 
and his services were always In de¬ 
mand during the heavy coal nina HJs 
brother, George Cox. who Is still living 
In Louisville, was in his younger day's, 
a well-known river pilot. Another 
breyther. Isaac Cox, lives in Jefferson¬ 
ville and is Deputy Fish and Gome 
Warden for the southern port of In¬ 
diana. 

Capt. Cox was married to Mrs. Eliz¬ 
abeth R. Applegate April 1, 1852. and 
hthe still survives him with the follow¬ 
ing sons and daughters: Charles C. 
Cox, Ben Cox, Mrs. George Pfau, Jr., 
all of Jeffersonville or vicinity, and 
Mrs. John J. Hyatt, of Louisville. In 
his dealings with his fellowmen Capt. 
Cox was kind and agreeable, and he 
carried a fund of early history that 
ho delighted In telling and told It well. 
In his poll Moan belief he was a Repub¬ 
lican. The funeral will take place to¬ 
morrow afternoon.

The Shelby Home Telephone Company 
which (has recently spent much money in 
building a telephone system In this city 
and county end in the equipment of an 
exchange, etc., has gone Into the hands 
of a receiver. The receiver was appointed 
by a court nt Charleston. W. Va. ( and he 
l« Mr. W. D, Payne, of that city, where 
also live Hbrncr Dixon, presklent of the 
company, and all the other stockJhoidcra 
and directors, about when* anybody here 
knows anything- Mr Payne, the receiver, 
has sent here as hki representative a Mr 
H. W. GiUis, of Cleveland. O.. who hn« 
taken charge of the company's property 
In this county, and has taken charge as 
manager of the exchange, etc. 

Receiver Payne has also written here 
and employed Messrs. J. C. Beckham & 
Son as his local attorneys, but the latter 
have not os yet bo^n Informed as to the 
detailed condition of the company's husi- 
ru*sb». 

Local creditors laavo been Importunate 
about their money for some time. It was 
evident that a great amount of money 
was spent In construction and In the In¬ 
stallation of the business in this county, 
and that u comparatively small amount 
of business was being done. A rumor also 
reached here that the Imperial Construc¬ 
tion Company, who built the lines and op¬ 
erating apporaU, had turned over to the

Dr. Jones was ‘then Introduced. The 
speaker in the beginning alluded to the 
beautiful custom of assembling once a 
year and paying respect to the memory 
of those who- fought In the Confederate 
cause. He said the utilitarian might 
sc-off at the Idea and say It was a 
waste of time, but he declared that it 
was only paying homage to a cause 
that will ever remain bright in the 
memory of the people of the South¬ 
land. He said It was not the place to 
discuss rhe difference* of Che past, but 
to recall to mind the Importance of 
two words, memory and duty. Said be: 

“Memory will carry uw back to thc 
deeds that made those who fought for 
the Confederate cause immortal. The 
memory of the past imposes ui>on us 
a duty. Let us never forget the prin¬ 
ciples for which our dead comrades 
laid down their lives. An old soldier 
was conversing with a young man 
when the young fellow exclaimed: 'You 
old people need not expect \w young 
m>n to perpetuate your prejudices.* 
The old man then with fervor replied; 
‘Young man. while you are outliving 
the prejudices do not forget the prin¬ 
ciples of your fAthens.' 

“Remember these dead comrades 
fought for rights and principles which 
their flag never disgraced. , It float* 
In silence, but Immortal, over the lives 
of those who still live. Since the dawn 
of history men have ever given up their 
lives for the right. Liberty lives ns 
flic result of sacrifice. Our country 
would never have been a great land 
to-day If men had not lived and died. 
It Is our duty to love the memory of 
these departed comrades.” 

In conclusion Dr. Jones paid a glow¬ 
ing tribute to the surviving veterans 
and said that he never wanted to see 
the time come when the people would 
forget to honer the memory of the 
Confederate soldier. 

At the conclusion of the address of 
Dr. Jones an Intermission of ten min¬ 
utes was taken, during which time lit¬ 
tle children scattered the flowers over 
the graves of the dead. The benedic¬ 
tion was said by the Rev. B. M. Mes- 
sick. The services were over by 5 
o'clock and the crowd turned home¬ 
ward. leaving the hillside on which 
the graves of the Confederate dead 
are located a veritable bank of flowers.

RUSSIAN ADMIRALTY 

Entirely Dependent On Japanese 

Sources For Information. 

St. Petersburg. May 27. 5:25 p. m.— 
During the afternoon the newspapers 
got out extras, which were eagerly 
purchased by the holiday crowds In the 
parka and on the boulevards, and the 
Admiralty soon was besieged with in¬ 
quiries for news, but the staff had none 
to offer. It was reiterated to the As¬ 
sociated Press at B o'clock that the 
Admiralty had received nothing beyond 
the news dispatches from Tokio. ex¬ 
plaining that the staff Is now entirely 
dependent upon the Japanese advices 
and can expect nothing from their own 
sources until Admiral Rojestvensky 
reaches Vladivostok. There was no con¬ 
cealment of the pleasure, however, 
with which tho officers rend the definite 
statement from Tokio that Rojestven- 
eky was off the Tsu Islands. An offi¬ 
cer of the staff saJd: 

"Rojestvensky thus far has shown 
himself a master of naval strategy. If 
he has succeeded In leading Togo off on 
a false trail and has cleared the 8tralts 
of Korea without loss from mines or 
torpedo attacks, he has done more than 
his most sanguine friends could have 
hoped for. If on his arrival off the 
Tsu islands he proceeded Into action. 
Rojestvensky must have been the vic¬ 
tor, but personally I doubt whether 
Togo would accept battle. 

"Rojestvensky'* danger Is by no 
means over. Togo may have with¬ 
drawn Into the Sea of Japan ahead of | 
Rojestvensky, In which case the Rus¬ 
sian fleet Ji&s the enemy ahead and not 
astern. But with open water all the 
way to Vladivostok his chances of 
reaching that port have greatly in¬ 
creased." 


St. Petersburg Rejoices.

PROXIES USELESS EXCEPT 
ROUTINE QUESTIONS.

DAY FOR NAMING COMMITTEES 


Candidate* for the Hupubllcan nom¬ 
ination for nny office will not be al¬ 
lowed to serve as committeemen on 
any precinct, county, city or State 
committee, under a new rule which 
was adopted yesterday by the Repub¬ 
lican State Central Committee. Un¬ 
der this rule, which goes Into effect at 
once, any member of a committee who 
becomes a candidate for any office, 
must at once resign his position on 
such committee. This was the most 
important change In the rules for the 
government of the Republican party 
which were adopted yesterday after¬ 
noon after an all day session. The 
rules were completely revised and even 
the rules recommended by the sub¬ 
committee which prepared them- were 
changed in many respects. The rules, 
with the exception of the one mention¬ 
ed, will take effect on July l. 

• • • 

All Committeemen On Same Day. 

All precinct committeemen, who are 
the basis of the whole party machinery 
In the State and county, must be se¬ 
lected on the same day in every pre¬ 
cinct in the State. This rule fixes the 
time for holding such elections on the 
f rst Saturday In March at 2 o’clock

Proxies Count For Little, 


The question of proxies and how they 
should be voted was brought up. A 
rule was adopted requiring the actual 
presence bf the committeeman In order 
that his vote may count In the settle¬ 
ment of questions of Importance. 
Proxies will be aJiowed in only routine 
business, but nothing more. This rule 
was adopted on account of much trou¬ 
ble which has arisen over the use of 
proxies, especially during the Hunter- 
Edwards row a year ago. when the 
two were fighting for the Republican 
nomination for Congress In the Elev¬ 
enth district. 

The question of separate city and 
county committees was left as It had 
been. The members of the county com¬ 
mittee, who live inside the city, con¬ 
stitute the city committee and this 
committee may have the same or an¬ 
other chairman from the county com¬ 
mittee. The city committee will set¬ 
tle questions of conventions or pri¬ 
maries In cities, but all other ques¬ 
tions will be referred to the county 
committee. 

The rules as changed and amended 
were Anally adopted as a whole and 
will be printed. They will be ready for 
distribution by July 1 when they will 
become effective.

Washington. May 27.—(Special.)—Of 
nil foreign countries that have tr‘ed 
railway regulation by Government au¬ 
thority, the one In which the situation 
Is most useful for comparison with the 
United States Is France. In France 
the railways are not owned by the Gov¬ 
ernment. but railway rates are fixe I 
by Government authority, as has been 
proposed for the United States. M. Em¬ 
ile Beurteau, the president of the Or¬ 
leans railway and one of the foremost 
railway administrators of France, who 
came here as a delegate to the Interna¬ 
tional Railway Congress, gave an Inter¬ 
view In which he explained the working 
of railway regulation In his country. 

’The maximum charges which the 
railways of France may make for car¬ 
rying merchandise.” sold M. Heurteau. 
‘are fixed by a contract made by each 
company with the Government, this 
contract being in effect the company's 
charter. The Government designates 
the exact course along which roads 
shAll be built, In some cases laying It 
through territory wtolch would not be 
profitable for j/rlvate management, to 
operate In without some sort of subven¬ 
tion. This subvention the State gives 
In the form of an advance or loan, and 
which must be returned within a spec¬ 
ified period. During that period the 
company may not declare dividends 
above a fixed figure, the surplus that 
might otherwise go to dividends being 
used In reducing the loan. At the end 
of the specified term, usually ninety- 
nine years, the railroad becomes the 
property of the State outright. except 
for its rolling stock on which the Gov¬ 
ernment holds a lien, to guarantee the 
payment of any of the advance remain¬ 
ing unpaid at that time.

Charges Offspring With Defrauding 
Him Out of Property Valued At 
a Million Dollars. 


New York, May 27.—Jeremiah Fitz¬ 
patrick. of Brooklyn, formerly an ex- 
tensive glass manufacturer with large 
Interests here and In Western Pennsyl¬ 
vania, has brought suit against his son 
James and the latter’s wife for the 
restitution of over $ 1 . 000,000 in bonds, 
securities and realty, which, he claims, 
have been wrongfully taken from him. 
An attack of the bitterest nature Is 
made by the father on his son and 
daughter-in-law. 

For five days past the country home 
of the son at New Suffolk.

REFORMS 


To Meet the Demands of 
Changed Conditions 


CONTEMPLATED BY THE POPE. 


ABOLITION OP SINE CUKES AND 
EMPTY CEREMONIES. 


CHANGES IN RELIGIOUS CULT. 


Gradual Elimination of Monaatlciam 
and Other Sweeping Plans Said 
To Be Involved. 


ADMONITIONS OF A BISHOP. 


[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 

Rome, May 16.—From seemingly 
reliable authority, the Courier-Journal 
correspondent obtained a list of the 
reforms Pope Pius has resolved upon, 
to fleet the demands of the times and 
changed conditions: 

First—Complete reform of the papal 
court. Abolition of all sinecures and 
meaningless* costly ceremonies aping 
royalty. Simplification of the Vatican 
administration in every branch. 

Second—Gradual elimlnaUon of mo- 
nastlcJsm. male and female, all, ex¬ 
cept five or six. clerical orders to be 
suppressed. Complete reform of life 
In the cloisters. 

Third—Reform of theological teach¬ 
ings In the seminaries. Instruction to 
be in conformity with modern science 
and late discoveries. 

F*>urth—More liberal treatment of 
Catholic scientific men. None to be 
condemned on account of honest opin¬ 
ions they may hold. 

Fifth—Changes In the papel diplo¬ 
macy. A school for diplomats to be 
founded In the Vatican under the 
Pope’s own supervision. 

Sixth—The number of dioceses In 
Ituly to be reduced. Italy has now 264 
dioceses, when ten or fifteen would be 
amply sufficient. 

Seventh—Reform of all congregations 
that were left undisturbed since Six¬ 
tus V. 

Eighth—Changes In the reltgious cult 
—return to the simplicity of the early 
Christians. The person of Jesus Christ 
to be emphasized, and the saints* cult, 
thv cult of relics, etc., to be discour¬ 
aged. 

Ninth—Revival of Catholicism on an 
ethical-lntellectua] basis. 

Ttnth—Complete disavowal of the 


movement to regain temporal power 
for the Holy See. 

The Courier-Journal correspondent 
could not learn when these reforms 
would be Instituted. The Vatican au¬ 
thority vouchsafing the above Informa¬ 
tion. said: “Pope Pius is hard at work 
on the subject and cannot, as ye\, set a 
time for the enactment of the contem¬ 
plated reforms.” At the name time tho 
cardinal showed the correspondent a 
pastoral letter to be issued by Bishop 
Bolemelll, of Cremona, “with papal au¬ 
thority.” Here are some of the remark¬ 
able admonitions this great reform 
bishop addresses to his fl^ck and cler¬ 
gy: 

• • • 

Too Much Madonna Cult. 


“It is Incompatible with true Chris¬ 
tian sentiment and with reason to see 
the Virgin and certain saints put on 
the same footing with Jesus Christ. In 
my own diocese, when pictures of the 
Virgin, relics of flags with saints* por¬ 
traits are carried through the street, 
men and women kneel down; when the 
Eucharist Is carried past, they merely 
bare their head.” 

The bishop then criticised "the su¬ 
perstitious and money making cult 
of St. Anthony and of a certain Saint 
Expeditus,” which latter, “it is be¬ 
lieved. helps people when they want a 
thing done quickly.** 

“These saints and others ore ex¬ 
ploited financially, and there are even 
prelates who wink at the exploitation. 
No wonder patricians, scientific men, 
manufacturers and ail persons of un¬ 
derstanding, turn from the church in 
disgust. I repeat; ’No wonder,’ for re¬ 
ligion. as It is practiced to-day, Is sim¬ 
ply a mixture of irrational ceremonies 
and devotional twaddle.** 


TRADING STAMP IDEA 

Causes Competition In Cigarette Bus¬ 
iness In Constantinople. 

(.Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 

Constantinople, May 16.—Salem, a 
Sponiord-Jew-Turk, went to the United 
States some months ago and studied 
the trading stamp business, when he 
returned he went It one better. By 
arrangement with the Sublime Sultan 
he obtained permission to print on 
every book of cigarette paper Issued by 
him a number, corresponding with the 
number of a ticket In the Turkish State 
lottery. As he promised to pay the 
holder of the number 10 per cent, of the 
amount the ticket brought to its happy 
possessor, Salem did a land, office busi¬ 
ness, selling 40,000.000 of cigarette paper 
books In the course of a few weeks. 

The other cigarette paper manufac¬ 
turers saw ruin before them, and ap¬ 
pealed to Fehim Pasha, chief of the 
secret service, to suppress the Span- 
tard-Jew-Turk. Fehim Pasha, who Is 
always In need of money, promised to 
squelch Salem, for a consideration. If 
his competitors showed him the way 
how. They did by adopting another 
American Idea. 

They announced that every cigarette 
paper book Issued by Fehim & Co. 
would contain a premium for twenty 
plasters, payable upon presentation at 
a certain bank. As the Turks Incline 
rather for cash than prospects, they 
gave Salem the go-bye, and at once 
commenced a battle royal that has 
lusted ever since. As the chief of the 


secret service has divers ways and 
means to harass Salem’s peddlers. 
Salem has been losing ground all the 
time, but there Is little doubt that the 
Sp&nlard-Jew-Turk will win In the end ; 

“What’s the matter with buying 
Fehim Pasha over again?” say Salem's 
friends. Apparently nothing, for Fehim 
takes all kinds of money. He says he 
needs it. 

STORIES FROM MONTE CARLO. 

A Smooth Old Boy From ’Frisco and 
a Hump That Doesn’t Work. 

(Correspondence of the Courier-Journal ] 
Monte Carlo, May 16.—The greater 
part of the American colony has moved, 
but autos and mall coaches bringing 
transient guests from the United States 
arrive dally, almost hourly, for a more 
eg less prolonged stay. Among the re¬ 
cent arrivals ie a Frisco couple, the lady 
a straight-laced Presbyterian, and her 
husband rather Inclined to be gay. Fre¬ 
quenters of the tables know that Mr. 
Smith (It would be cruel to give his real 
name) loses heavily day by day, but 
his wife Is not at all anxious to carry 
him On the contrary, she says she 
rather likes Monte Carlo arxi ooesn’t 
think It half a* wilcked as painted. The 
reuson for the Presbyterian lady’s com¬ 
placency has Just leaked out. Mr. Smith 
brought along with him two letters of 
credit, one to pay his legitimate bills 
with, the other to Indulge in an occa¬ 
sional frolic. Every time he loses a 
couple of hundred at the tables he draws 
on the letter of credit his wife knows 
nothing about, and then shows her a 
hand full of gold (also taken from the 
secret letter of credit) as his winnings. 
The old lady scolds, and says tt Isn't 
right, but hasn't tho heart to take her 
husband away from temptation “as long 
as his streak of good luck lasts.” 

Another American, a young New 
York society girl, had Just secured 
cards for the Casino and contemplated 
“plunging a couple of hundred” next 
day wfhen she espied an ugly, hunch¬ 
backed little man among the prome- 
naders on the hotel terrace. “Ah. there

was introduced to him last year when 
he was lecturing in Oskosh. I will 
shake hands with him and, at the same 
time, touch his hump. That w’.Il rruike 
me win, sure." Estelle suited her action 
to the words. only that, In her excite¬ 
ment. she placed both hands on the 
little man's shoulders to get the quicker 
at his hump. The little man grinned 
all over his face and said with a horrible 
German accent: ”1 am not Wilder Mar¬ 
shall P.. Miss, and my hump doesn’t 
work either. I have tried it myself a 
hundred times. It’s no use.” 

HAVING FUN WITH SOUSA. 

Paris Papers Say He Is Intoxicated 
With Life At Royal Courts.

Paris, May 16.—The boulevard sheets 
have a lot of fun with Sousa, who. they 
claim, has become Intoxicated with life 
at the European royal and Imperial 
courts, and Is about to accept a title 
and a green ribbon from the mighty 
potentate of Reuss-Schleitz-Lobensteln 
and Eberswalde. and call hlnmelf 
henceforth Baron, or. If he can spur* 
thi* money. Count Sousa, for the title 
of Count Is. of course, more expensive 
thiun that of Baron.

Six Hundred Graduates of Wisconsin 
Agricultural College Making 
Practical Tests. 


About 600 graduated of tih© agricul¬ 
tural oounse of the university who sre 
scattered through the Stale will con¬ 
tinue their series of alfalfa experiments 
this year, says the Madison, Wl«., Jour¬ 
nal. The Legislature has taken so much 
interest In the work of the society that 
i it has appropriated money and pub¬ 
lishes the results of their work in bulle¬ 
tin form, which is sent to all the farm¬ 
ers of the State. The first report has 
Just been Issued under t‘he Joint author¬ 
ship of Profs. R. A. Moore, A. L. Stone 
and George A. Oleson. The experiments 
were also carried on ax the university 
farm. The bulletin in speaking of the 
yield of alfalfa says: 

The alfalfa was left to cure two day* 
and then scattered out In the morning 
after the dew was off. and hauled to the 
bam In tihe afternoon. The second 
growth came on rapidly and was cut 
July 12. thlrty-elx days after first cut¬ 
ting. The second cutting v\ as harvest¬ 
ed in a simihar way as the first and the 
third cut on August 12. thirty-one days 
after the second cutting. 

The plots were out for the fourth 
time September 16. 

The plot that w'as sown with barley 
as u nurse crop at the some time that 
the other plots were sown has given 
five cuttings since seeding, one the rea¬ 
son of 1903 and four in 1904, which 
yielded six tons of hay per acre. 

Alfalfa Is noted for Its wonderful root 
development, and is said to send down 
its roots into the enrtl to the depth of 
twenty feet and over. To note the root 
development on the experiment plots, 
.an excavation was made beside a plot 
of alfalfa that had boen seeded the 
spring of 1904. The main roots were 
found to penetrate the soil to the depth 
of five feet, and the rootlets went con¬ 
siderably bvyond that distance. An ex¬ 
cavation was also made in & plot at 
alfalfa, the seed of wtlieh was sown 
the spring of 1903, and roots were found 
to run down to the depth of three feet.

A 96,500 Verdict Stands. 

A new f trial was refused the Louis¬ 
ville Railway Company by Judge Field 
yesterday In the suit of Johnetta 
Owens, fifteen years of age. who had 
recovered a verdict for $8,500 damages 
for injuries claimed to have been re¬ 
ceived In a fall from a street car. The murder, 
girl hod sued for $ 20,000 In the name 
of her sister, Fanny Owens. She was 
hurt about til© hip and leg and com¬ 
pelled to use crutches. In Its defense 
the company claimed that the accident 
never happeixed; that It was never 
shown by any of Its reporta Further¬ 
more, It was alleged that the girl s 
condition was caused by sickness which 
developed some time after the accident 
was said to halve happened. -It was 
admitted for the plaintiff that *he did 
go to school for a while after she said 
she had fallen from a West Broadway 
car. The Injury grew upon her. how¬ 
ever, according to the testimony of her 
doctor, and caused her finally to take 
to her bod. 

The defendant company produced an 
affidavit of the girl’s father, who said 
that he knew nothing of the accident, 
and that he believed his daughter’s 
condition was caused by sickness. 

Counter affidavits were filed by the 
child’s mother, besides a number of 
neighbors and relatives, wdilch attacked 
the character of Owens. It was charged 
that he hnd long been a drunkard and 
did nothing for the family support. It 
was also claimed that about the time 
he made the affidavit for the street 
car company he was seen with car 
checks, nnd upon one Instance offered 
to buy whisky with them. In com¬ 
menting upon this phase of the case 
Judge Field attached no Importance to 
Owens* affidavit.

The Protestant Episcopal House of 
Bishops meets in special session on 
June 8 to elect a missionary Bishop to 
work among the lndiajis of South Da¬ 
kota. The venerable Bishop of that 
missionary district Is the Rt. Rev. Dr. 
W. H. Hare, now well advanced in 
years and not in good health. A special 
law had to be passed to permit the elec¬ 
tion of a coadjutor or assistant to a 
missionary Bishop. It was passed, and 
an election was made, but the man 
chosen.declined to aca'ept the position. 
Now a second attempt Is to be made. 
It Is usual for new Bishops, consecrated 
since the last session, to b© formally 
presented. So many of the new men 
have gone to the Far West or to for¬ 
eign lands, that at the approaching 
meeting the only new Bishops to be 
presented will b© those of Cuba, Ken¬ 
tucky and Harrisburg, and there Is said 
to be some doubt about Bishop Knight, 
of Cuba, getting to the meeting. Tho 
practice was Inaugurated three or four 
years ago of calling together all mis¬ 
sionaries newly appointed for all fields 
In foreign lnnda. under a particular 
board, and giving them common in¬ 
struction.

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| expression, sufficiently explicit to con¬ 
vince Congress that It represents the 
wish of the people, the appropriations 
will readily be made, but without it 
these will continue to be made by piece¬ 
meal to satisfy local persistence rather 
than to promote great highways of 
commerce, and little material good will 
be effected. It Is not too early to be¬ 
gin the campaign if results are to be 
expected. The people must be brought 
to realise the necessity of the work, 
and, by organization and action 
through public meetings and commer¬ 
cial bodies, provide for the appointment 
of delegates to a convention that 
will reflect their sentiments In favor 
of liberal appropriations for the Im¬ 
provement of the Ohio river and for 
similar schemes of more than mere 
local concern. 


The Ohio River Improvement. 

Among the members of the Congress¬ 
ional Committee on Rivera and Harbors 
who lately visited Loulwille was Mr. 
Ernest J*. Acheson, of the Twenty-fourth 
district of Pennsylvania. Though not 
yet flftyphia prematurely white hair, as 
shown In tho published photo¬ 
graphs, gave him the appear¬ 
ance of being the Nestor of 
the group, but upon personal contact 
Ms young face and bright conversation,, 
nl powers soon dispelled the Illusion, 
Besides being a Congressman, now 
serving bis sixth consecutive term. Mr. 
Acheson Is chief owner of' the Washing¬ 
ton Observer, published In the town 
t>f his birth and residence, of which he 
became editor In 1879. During his late 
tour of Inspection of the Ohio river he 
was thoroughly alert in his. Investigation 
and observation. Mr. Sherley, of this 
district, Mr. Dovenor and he were the 
three members of the committee resid¬ 
ing on the (Milo or its affluents, and 
were therefore naturally more Interested 
personally In the subject than any 
of the others. In a recent Issue of the 
Observer, Mr. Acheson has given some 
Interesting data as the result of his trip 
which, he says, was the most Important 
made by the committee during the ten 
years that he has been one of Its mem¬ 
bers, and cannot but have a far-reach- 
1 Ing effect. The committee, he says, were 
astonished at the immense commerce 
of the Ohio, which* in 1902 had a ton¬ 
nage of 14,000,000, equal to that of the 
Suez canal. Their attention was also 
forcibly brought to a realization of the 
fact that the Ohio has not been nearly 
so well treated considering its commerce 
ns many other rivers for which appro¬ 
priations have been made. In round 
pumbers but $20,000,000 has been ap¬ 
propriated to the Ohio since 1827. Of 
this amount $7,000,000 was for general 
Improvement, dredging, revetting, etc., 
und $13,000,000 for locks and dams This 
Is less than $1.50 per ton. The St, Johns 
river In Florida, on the other hand, with 
a tonnage of 1,052,056, has received $3,- 
242.000, or at the rate of $3.25 per ton; 
the James river, Virginia, with a ton¬ 
nage of 608.180, has received $2,372,500, or 
nearly $4.00 per ton, while the Cumber¬ 
land river, with a tonnage of 601,900, has 
received $3,366,420.15, or over $3.50 per 
ton. 

These figures are Interesting and In¬ 
structive, showing as they do such large 
relative appropriations to rivers for the 
purpose of developing commerce, when 
comparatively so little has been done 
for the Ohio, on which, despite 
the drawbacks, such a volume 
of commerce has been developed, 
and which only needs facil¬ 
ities for continuous navigation to make 
it a commercial highway of unrivaled 
proportions. Mr. Acheson well re¬ 
marks that if the friends of 
the Ohio had been as active 
and insistent os those of the 
Cumberland, and had met with similar 
success, $70,000,000 would have been ap¬ 
propriated by this time, enough to com¬ 
plete the entire system of dams neces¬ 
sary to give a nine-foot stage from 
Pittsburg to Cairo. Attention is also 
called by Mr. Acbeson to some official 
statistics showing the area of the Pitts¬ 
burg coal field to be about 6.3O0 square 
miles, or 4,000,000 acres, every acre of 
which Is tributary to the Ohio. 
If this coal were all mined 
and shipped down the river It 
would furnish a tonnage equal tq that 
of last year fpr the next 2.000 years. 
To this may be added the supply Ken¬ 
tucky could contribute from her East¬ 
ern coal field of 12,300 square miles, 
much of which can be made tributary 
to the Ohio by the Flack water system 
In course of construction in the Big 
Sandy an.l Kentucky rivers, while Its 
entire Western coal field of 4/*)0 
square miles Is already so, but lacking 
continuous water transportation for Its 
thorough development. 

But great an Is the necessity of this 
work, ami forcible as are the arguments 
In its favor, Mr. Acheson does not 
think it will be possible to provide for 
the proposed Improvement of the Ohio 
unless a more liberal policy in regard 
to river and harbor improvements la 
adopted. For this reason he heartily 
favors the suggestion of Congressman 
Knnsrbdl, of the committee, that a con¬ 
vention bo hetd at Washington about 
tho time the next session of Congress 
convener, with a view to cre¬ 
ate a public sentiment in favor of 
more liberal appropriations. With such ! 


The Burdensome Tipping Evil. 

Now and then Edward Bok turns from 
his task of regulating the love affairs 
and household duties of American wom¬ 
en to say something with meat In it. 
He has Just shot another arrow at his 
favorite bugbear—the tipping evil—and 
In the course of his remarks he says: 

"It Is a mistake to attribute the heavy 
tips demanded In New York to tho In¬ 
fluence of foreigners. Foreigners hold 
that sort of thing In contempt. It Is we 
ourselves who are doing it—the vulgar, 
ostentatious rich of New York, and the 
thousands who go to Now York to spend 
their money. New York is setting the 
pace for America. Where does It lead? 
Nowhere. It stamps out all courtesy. 
I don't know a more boorish city than 
New York. This disregard for the value 
of money, springing from the ^eslre for 
display, has already revealed Itself In tho 
gross manners and morals of street life 
In New York. A lady cannot walk in 
the day time on portions of Broadway 
without being stared At In tho most of¬ 
fensive and suggestive manner by men. 
This is simply a reflection of the coarse 
spirit bred of tho pomp of money." 

He caIIs attention to the growing size 
of tips: 

''There was a time In New York when 
a ten-rent tip would satisfy a waiter In 
a restaurant or a hotel porter. That tip 
grew In time to be twenty-flve cents. To¬ 
day tho waiter or porter expects fifty 
cents for the most moderate service. The 
example of New York has been copied on 
most of the great lines of travel. You 
^»ay tho Pullman ear porter twenty-five 
cents for doing what you have already 
paid for In your ticket. Rather, you 
used to pay twenty-flve cents; now you 
are expected to pay fifty cents. In the 
dining car you are expected to pay 
the waiter twenty-flve cents or fifty cents 
for walking, perhaps, twenty steps to 
bring your meals; otherwise he will neg¬ 
lect you when he sees you again." 

Then Mr. Bok laments the tipping 
habit as being un-American. It Is vul¬ 
gar. It is paying for something that 
ought to be given as a courtesy between 
men or for that which has been already 
paid for In the main charge. It encour¬ 
ages the absolutely commercial idea 
among people. It takes from men who 
are poor or in moderate circumstances 
money that outfht to be spent on nec¬ 
essary substantial*. It is a curse. 

T am surprised," says Mr. Bok, "that 
some hotel or resturant owner in New 
York does not see a great opportunity 
to win patronage by absolutely abolish¬ 
ing tips In his establishment. It would 
be such a gratification to go to a ho¬ 
tel office, agree upon a price and know 
that that was the end of it, that there 
was no more expense Involved. It would 
be a comfortable thing to sit in a 
restaurant and learn from the pr’.cs list 
exactly what you had to pay for a 
meal. 

"A restaurant owner In London tried 
that plan, and, after several months* 
experience, he declared that he had 
made more money under the non-tipping 
system than under the tipping system. 
We have a barber shop here in Phila¬ 
delphia run on the same plan. It Is 
a tremendous success." 

Mr. Bok Is right. The tipping 
evil,* long burdensome. Is becoming in¬ 
tolerable. Every individual owes It to 
himself and to his fellows to do his 
part in abolishing It. It Is foolish. It is 
extravagant. It Is, as Mr. Bok puts It, 
"a bribe by which one person hopes to 
get better service chan another." Good 
service Is due to all without the bribe, 
and it should be demanded. 


Fads and Frills vs. The Three Rs. 

Every American i» proud of the 
srtwote of the oourotry and of the fa¬ 
cilities they afford, although he may be 
strongly opposed tin some of the meth¬ 
od* employed. We are pa.«wdng rapidly 
from the period of universal self-glori¬ 
fication over what we have accom¬ 
plished to the less satisfactory, though 
more useful stage of self-exam I nation, 
and this has brought o vft sharp criti¬ 
cisms of much that Is believed to need 
reform In our educational systems. 

No sort of knowledge is wholly use¬ 
less If It Is real knowledge and rJbt mis¬ 
information. But the field of knowl¬ 
edge Is too vast to allow any one per¬ 
son to cultivate the whole of It. N The 
portlort which some people can cover 
la much smaller than what inny be use. 
fully cultivated by others, but for all 
Che line must be drawn somewhere. 
For our common schools. In which a 
great majority of the people have a 
direct Interest, the limitation Is the 
nvowt rigid. Those branches of knowl¬ 
edge which the primary e?tyoo! and 
some of those of higher grade cannot 
reasonably expect to embrace rtro des¬ 
ignated an "fads and frills." The ex¬ 
pression. of courw?, is rclaitive. What 
are "fads and frills" for one set of 
student* may be desirable for another 
set; so an exact definition of them is 
not possible. In a general way "fads 
and frills" represent the branches 
which a practical Institution ought not 
to try to Impose upon the pupils who 
attend It. 

There la a general tendency to short, 
en the hours passed In schools, espe- 
ciaJly for tlie younger children. But 
thle Is a vain expedient, if the pupils 
are expectod to do their studying out¬ 
ride of school hours, and that without 
assistance from their teachers. Such 
an arrangement may bo beneficial to 
the teaching staff, but it is not nec*®- 
sarlly so. When the teachers are 
obliged to pass much of their time, be. 
fore and after oohool, In the examina¬ 


tion of papers prepared by the pup.Is. 
they are net much relieved. It may 
happen that both teachers and pupils 
are overworked In consequence of try¬ 
ing to crowd too many studies into 
the short time during which the pupils 
can attend school. When this Is the 
case the "fads and frilte" ought cer¬ 
tainly to be eliminated. 

No doubt some pupils are overworked 
In all our schools, but this hardly ap¬ 
plies* to the majority of them. There 
to a more serious objection to the In¬ 
clusion In the curriculum of sipch 
studies ns are properly designated as 
"fads and frills,'* and this to that the 
indispensable branches are neglected. 
The advocates of the "three Rs, read¬ 
ing, ’riling and ’rithmetic," are not, of 
course, to be «taken literally. They do 
not mean that everything else must be 
rigidly excluded from the common 
school curriculum, but simply that 
these should be thoroughly taught, no 
matter what else is neglected. To teach 
these three branches /thoroughly Im¬ 
plies a good deal more than some peo¬ 
ple imagine. 

To read well Is not simply to be able 
to spell out the words In p. book and 
pronounce them. Even this Is better 
than nothing, but It stops short of 
what Is desired. The pupil must be 
able to read intelligently. To read any 
book In the language, to understand 
It perfectly and to be able to ex¬ 
plain Its meaning, is an accomplish¬ 
ment which nobody possesses, for there 
are so many technical works that are 
fully Intelligible only to students of 
that particular branch of knowledge, 
that no one person can be expected to 
understand them all at sight. The 
most that can be expected of a pupil 
Is to be able to read understanding^ 
the general literature of the language, 
and that with the aid sometimes of 
books of reference, tho use of which 
should be taught him. The student 
who can do this Is exceptionally well 
Informed, but an approximation to It 
ought to be attained. To read aloud 
so that the hearer may follow with In- 
teUlgence and pleasure, calls Into action 
all the principles of elocution, and here 
again the attainment of excellence Is 
not to be expected from all; but It Is 
Included In the teaching of reading. 

To write well Is not merely to make 
letters with a pen, pencil or typewrit¬ 
er. It Implies, first, a knowledge of 
spelling, which. Is altogether too rare. 
A writer In a contemporary complains 
that the curriculum In force In the 
graded schools of his city a few years 
ago allowed only fifteen minutes a 
week to the study of spelling. He 
rightly says that there are few things 
more important In business or pro¬ 
fessional life than a knowledge of 
spelling; that the lawyer, doctor, min¬ 
ister or business man who habitually 
misspells. Is set down as an igno¬ 
ramus. But writing well Implies not 
merely ability to spell words correctly, 
but to use them Intelligently; to put 
one's thoughts or knowledge In writ¬ 
ing clearly and In accordance with 
good usage. Few pupils, comparative¬ 
ly, attain this, but the Ideal ought to be 
held up to all and a reasonable approx¬ 
imation made to It. When this is at¬ 
tempted, It will be found that to at¬ 
tain a thorough knowledge of writing 
Is a very Serious undertaking. The 
same may be said of arithmetic, the 
Importance of which, perhaps. Is bet¬ 
ter understood than that of the other 
branches. 

The man who knows how to read 
thoroughly well, holds the key to all 
the apartments of the temple of knowl¬ 
edge. and may enter In and occupy 
them at his pleasure If he have the 
time to devote to that pursuit. Look 
at the case of Benjamin Franklin who 
was taken from school before he had 
finished the first year, but who. having 
acquired a taste for reading, became 
one of the foremost men of his day, de¬ 
prived a tyrant of his scepter, and 
laid the foundation of electrical science. 
His example may not properly be cited 
as an argument against higher educa¬ 
tion, but It shows the possibilities of 
"the three Rs," when thoroughly 
taught. Franklin did not learn arith¬ 
metic at school, but, being able to read, 
took it up himself and mastered it 
without assistance. 

It Is a healthful indication that there 
is continually greater stress laid on the 
thorough teaching of the primary 
branches. The majority of children 
learn nothing else, and for those who 
are to go higher, a knowledge 
of them Is equally Important. What 
are called "fads and frills'* are all well 
enough for some, but the foundation 
should first be laid In a thorough drill¬ 
ing In "the three Rs." 

President Eliot of Harvard. 

It is a very great gratification, not 
only to the graduates of Harvard, but 
to those of other universities and col¬ 
leges In Louisville, to be honored by 
tho presence of Dr. -Tharles W. Eliot, 
who has been president of Harvard 
University since 1869. President Had¬ 
ley, of Yale, who was thf first presi¬ 
dent of Yale to come south of the 
Ohio, has visited Louisville several 
times, but this is the first occasion on 
which Harvard has been thus repre¬ 
sented. It may be taken ns an augury 
of better educational progress In the 
future. President Hadley has lately 
made a tour of the extreme Southern 
States, and his example is worthy of 
being followed by the heads of other 
institutions of high standing hi the 
North. Both Yale and Harvard, as also 
Princeton, have many alumni In Ken¬ 
tucky and other States of the South 
It would he better for the country If 
there wero more reciprocity, and that 
each sectitxt should have representa¬ 
tives In the educational institutions of 
the other, for a broadening of their 
knowledge and a better and more prac¬ 
tical acquaintance with the people of 
the whole country. These reciprocal 
opportunities for acquiring such 
knowledge cannot but have a beneficial 


effect In time in the more thorough uni¬ 
fication of the country and in cement¬ 
ing more firmly the bonds of peace and 
friendship. 


GHETTO CITY 


The Art of Dining. 

"Fate cannot harm me. I have dined 
to-day.** 

What constitutes a good dinner? 

Is It the fjood or the surroundings that 
count most? Is It the stomach or the 
Imagination that must be pleased? Gour¬ 
mets and gourmands, connoisseurs and 
good fellows, have been discussing the 
question a long while. Now* comes F. 
Hopkinson Smith, artist, connoisseur 
and good fellow’, to take up the subject 
In a story on "The Gentle Art of Din¬ 
ing." 

Mr. 8mith allows his characters to do 
the debating. They are all young fel¬ 
lows. filled with the Joy of life. They 
differ greatly In their views as to what 
really is a good dinner, but each pre¬ 
sents his case with such zest as to 
prove conviction and to awaken a hun¬ 
gry feeling on the part of the reader. 

These young men are Bohemians, and 
they sit chatting about a wood fire. 

One of them starts the discussion 
with the statement that a terrapin—"a 
hide-bound little beast that sleeps In 
the mud. is as ugly ns the dey^l and 
can bite a ten-penny nail In two when 
he*s awake"—is. when he is boiled and 
picked clean and served wdth Madeira, 
the most toothsome compound known 
to cookery. 

Another protests. He declares that 
the up-to-date-modem-mllllonalre-ter- 
rapln Is a reptile compounded of glue, 
chicken bones, chopped calves* head 
and old India rubber shoes. When 
ready for use It tastes like flour paste 
served In hot flannel. The speaker de¬ 
scribes the best dinner he ever ate. He 
had been gunning all day. and, tired 
and hungry, he had strayed upon a 
little cabin In a valley. He continued: 

"As I came nearer I got r whiff of a 
smell from a fry-pan that made me rav¬ 
enous-one of those smells you never for¬ 
get to your dying day. As 1 opened the 
gate I could see the glow of a fire In 
the stove; the smell getting stronger 
every minute. Inside I found n man sit¬ 
ting In his eblrt sleeves by a table. The 
table had tw’o pistes on It. two knives, 
two forks and two big china cups. Bend 
Ing over the hot stove was hla wife, 
was stirring a large bowl

New York, a Jewish city! That at 
present appears to be Its destiny. Those 
living outside tho metropolis cannot 
realize tho grrat Jewish Invasion and 
peaceful conquest of the city which 
Is now taking place. Even the citi¬ 
zens of other great centers of popula¬ 
tion In our country, like Chicago knd 
Philadelphia, do not know what the 
Jewlsfi problem means. New York con¬ 
tains much more than half the Jews 
In the whole country. The census takes 
no notice of the religious faith of the 
citizens, and therefore the number of 
Jews In different communities has to 

be estimated by competent authorities. 

• • • 

Some Startling Figures. 


A few years ago there was only one 
Jewish quarter In New York- Now 
there are several. The original ghetto, 
bounded by the East river. Catherine 
street, the Bowery and Houston street, 
and embracing less than one square 
mile, Is the largest Jewish settlement 
in the world, containing 350,000 Inhabi¬ 
tants—over three limes the number In 
London’s ghetto, and 60.000 more than 
the whole number of Jews in the Brit¬ 
ish Empire. This square mile Is also 
the moat congested In the world. A 
large part of it contains 735.9 inhabi¬ 
tants to the acre. In this limited area 
there are 3^6 synogogues and only 
twenty-two churches. 

Th© Jewish settlement second In Im¬ 
portance Is In Harlem, extending from 
One-hundredth to One-hundred-and- 
twentleth street, between Second ave¬ 
nue and Lenox avenue, and containing 
50.000 Jews. In Yorkvllle, the district 
lying between Central Park and the 
East river, and extending from Sov-* 
enty-second to Ninety-second street, 
the population is already half Jewish, 
and the proportion is steadily increas¬ 
ing. These two quarters are among the 
pleasantest In the city for residence, 
and the Jews who live there are far 
superior In every way to those of the 
downtown ghetto. They are made up 
of the downtown Jews who have pros¬ 
pered and then sought a more con¬ 
genial part of the city In which to 
live.

Brownsville the Coming Ghetto.

Oh. go to with your T>©lmonioo 
messes! Give me the days of my youth. 
If I had but four breaths left In me, and 
If somebody should pass that pan of 
sausnges under my nose. I could rise up 
nnd whip my weight In wildcats. And 
yet that smell doesn’t bring to my mem¬ 
ory the way my hunger was satisfied, nor 
how the food taetefl. What l recall is 
the low-celled room and the glow of the 
fire; the warmth and comfort everywhere, 
and the high light on the old Frau’s face 
bending over her griddle." 

Then a third Bohemian, a Hollander, 
declared that It Is the imagination that 
Is fed. not the stomach. He told a 
story to show that when a man loses 
his money and becomes poor, what is 
missed most is not the horses nnd car¬ 
riages nnd fine house—it is the table 
and .the clean napkins and the linen 
and hot plates and thin glasses. 

From one Marny came another view. 
"What you call fine eating.” said he. 
"has nothing to do with either the 
stomach or the imagination. Fine eat¬ 
ing is an excuse for good fellowship; 
when you don’t have that it's a ’stalled 
ox* nnd the rest of It—I’m not good on 
quotations. What you want at a dinner 
is to open it with a laugh and eat 
straight through to that same kind of 
music.' But it takes two to laugh. All 
the good dinners In the world were Jolly 
dinners—all the poor ones were so 
many funeral gatherings." 

The fifth Bohemian called the others 
materialists. His notion was that there 
should be Just one woman and a man 
for a good dinner. 

And so the discussion ran. And all 
over the world views of what a good 
dinner consists of differ ns widely. It 
was a happy debate that Mr. Brnlth 
presented, however, and it will help to 
throw light upon an old subject. 

In the discussion of these Imaginary 
Bohemians one remark stands out par¬ 
ticularly Btrong. It comes from th© 
champion of simple fare, and Is this: 

"The taste for terrapin and canvosback 
Is part of the degeneration of the age, no 
is It for truffles, mushrooms, caviare* nnd 
a lot of such messe*. The English raise 
tho highest standard of man on the 
toughest bread and the most insipid bod¬ 
ed mutton In the world. The French turn 
out a lot of flat-chested splndleshunks on 
sauces and ragouts. We'll go to the devil 
In the same way If we follow their cooks. 
Whitt we want to do ts to get back to our 
old-fnshlned kitchens.** 

Maybe there's more truth than rhet 
orlc In this, after all. 


The reception of Justice Harlan after 
his long absence from Kentucky and 
hla former home In this city has been 
markod with all the cordiality which 
friendship and esteem could evoke. It 
is gratifying to his friends to find that 
time has added so little to the evidences 
of og© since he tYv>k up his residence 
In Washington nearly thirty years ago, 
and but for the public announcement 
that, he will celebrate his seventy- 
second birthday here on June 1 few’ 
would have supposed that he had meas¬ 
ured that span. All will unite In wish¬ 
ing him many happy returns.

Some 
of th*m certainly have a tendency to 
superinduce that sort of ache. 


In 1826, according to the Jewish En¬ 
cyclopedia. there were only 950 Jews 
In New York City. In 1841. 10,000. In 
1880. 60,000. According to the figures o.- 
the "United Hebrew Charities,** of the 
Jewish immigrants at the port of New 
York between 1884 and 1904. 504.000 set¬ 
tled permanently In the city. In addi¬ 
tion to these newcomers many thou 
sand arrived from Europe by way of 
Canada, of whom no record *yas kept 
Taking into account the increase by 
birth, the race being very prolific, sta¬ 
tisticians place the number of Jewish 
Inhabitants of tho metropolis in the 
present year at over 700,000. Compare 
these figures with the number in Chi¬ 
cago, 80,000; and In Philadelphia, 75,000. 
More than one in six of New’ York’s 
inhabitants Is a Jew. If the old and 
most Important part of the city Is taken 
Into consideration, Manhattan Island, 
the proportion Is still greater, one in 
four. 

• • • 

Immigration Constantly Increasing. 

But it is not so much the number of 
Jews now In the city as those who are 
coming here. Last year 80,000 Jewish 
Immigrants arrived at New York, of 
whom 54,000 remained In the city. The 
number of such Immigrants has been 
steadily Increasing of late years as a 
result of the unrest caused among the 
Jew’s of Eastern Europe by the Klshi 
neff massacre and the persecutions In 
Roumanla, and It Is likely to continue 
to Increase. Even a hegtra of Russian. 
Galician and Roumanian Jews to New 
York is to be looked for. 

The increase of New York’s popula¬ 
tion between 1840 and 1880 was 400 per 
rent. The Jewish population during 
the same period increased 600 perl cent, 
The Increase of the population of 
Greater New York between 1880 .and 
1905 has been 126 per cent. The In¬ 
crease of the Jewish population during 
this period has been 1.100 per cent. 
Last year the general population in¬ 
creased 3.7 per cent., while the Jew*- 
Ish population Increased 8 per cent. At 
this rate it will not he many decades 
before the Jewish Inhabitants are in 
the majority. 

• • • 

Contains More Jews Than Germany. 

New’ York is to-day the greatest Jew¬ 
ish settlement In the world. It con¬ 
tains far more Jews than all Germany; 
two and a half times as many as the 
British Empire, seven times ns many 
us London, eight times the number In 
all France, and twenty-eight times the 
number Jn Canada. The only countries 
In the world which contain more Jews 
than New York city are Galicia, with 
800,000. and Russia, with over 5.000,000, 
half the Jews In the world. According 
to the Jewish Year Book, the number 
In the world la 10,932,000. Formerly the 
Jews, In leaving Europe, felt that they 
had loft Jewry behind. But now New’ 
York is the recognized center of Jew’ry 
for the world. 

The number of Jews in the whole 
United States In 1904 was 1.253.000. The 
remarkable Increase Is shown by the 
following figures, taken from the 
"Year Book": 1818. 3,000; 1840, 15,000; 

1880. 230.000; 1888, 400,000; 1K97. 937.000. 

Between 1881 and 1894. according to the 
figures of the "Jewish Immigrants’ 
Protective Association." 827.000 foreign 
Jews were admitted to the United 
States through the three pprts of New 
York, Philadelphia and Baltimore 
alone. 

• • • 

London Grew Scared. 

London grew’ scared at the threat¬ 
ened hegira of poor and Ignorant Jews 
from Eastern Europe, and sought to 
have Parliament exclude them. Lon¬ 
don was frightened at nn influx of 2.500 
Jews a year, hut New York has thought 
Itself able to digest 54.000 a year. In 
each two years there are now added to 
New York's Jewish population more 
than the whole Jewish population of 
London. 

The Jew his always been noted for 
his migratory nature. The "Wander¬ 
ing Jew” is a name that of right be¬ 
longs to him. His home is the world. 
He thinks nothing of a Journey thou¬ 
sands of miles long If he can better his 
condition In life. Individual Jews are 
now In New York, now’ In South Africa, 
now in Australia, wherever there Is 
promise of openings for business. 

• • • 

Where They Are From. 


But the great Jewish quarter of the 
future, which' takes most of the over¬ 
flow from the original ‘ghfetto, and is 
destined in a few years to surpass It In 
population, is Brow*nsville, the eastern 
portion of the borough of Brooklyn. It 
was founded In 1886 by some Jewish 
real estate speculators, and although it 
only really began to grow about two 
years ago. It already has a population 
of about 35.000. with fourteen syna¬ 
gogues. Here there Is plenty of room 
to spread out. New streets are being 
opened continually, blocks of houses 
are being rapidly constructed, and yet 
so great Is the Influx of Jew’s from the 
crowded ghetto on Manhattan Island 
that the builders cannot keep pace with 
the demand. Every day and all day 
for the past twelve months, beginning 
with the opening of the new Williams¬ 
burg bridge, which forms a direct route 
from the old ghetto to the new’, there 
has been an almost continuous proces¬ 
sion of moving vans across the bridge. 
New York has never tfeen such mush¬ 
room-like growth as is now being wit¬ 
nessed In BroW’nsville.

Steady Stream of Settlers. 


Where do the New’ York Jews come 
fr»m? Chiefly from Russia, Poland. 
Gall/ia, Roumanla. Hungary and Ger¬ 
many. Some also from Asia. As m‘.ght 
be expected from tbelr widely scattered 
nationality, they are not a homogeneous 
people. Each nationality has Us own 
synagogues, its own societies, and often 
Its own newspapers, printed In Hebrew 
characters. The mm-Americanized Jew* 
publish in the city six dailies, besides 
several weeklies. Each nationality 
speaks a Jargon tmde up of a mixture 
of Hebrew terms with the language of 
the country from which tin y have em¬ 
igrated. The foreign-born Jews are very 
narrow’-mlnded and divided up lnt<» 
many different religious sects. Jewry 
has its sects, a* hitter as ever were 
those of Christianity. The native-born 
American Jew does not mingle In any 
way with these un-Amerleanlzod Jews, 
nnd this lower class of Jews often show- 
no love for the educated nnd cultured 
American Jew. The writer has known 
these of the lower class to side with 
gentile? !n a controversy with the best 
class of Jews. But the wealthy Ameri¬ 
can Jew is to he commended for hi* 


The Inhabitants of the old are mi¬ 
grating to the new tn a steady Ftream. 
nevertheless the population of the old 
Is still Increasing, and the city has 
been hutldlng In the old ghetto the 
largest and finest public school struc¬ 
tures in the world to accommodate the 
growing number of school children. 
The places of those who have moved 
across the bridge are tnken by the 
54.000 foreign Jews who have Just ar¬ 
rived. To seek to diminish the con¬ 
gestion In the Manhattan ghetto, the 
Jewish Society for the Assistance of 
Immigrants Is yearly finding employ¬ 
ment for thousands of Its Inhabitants 
In the country and the smaller cities. 

But besides these four communities, 
the Jews are abundant in every part of 
the city. Everywhere in the residence 
sections one comes upon signs painted 
in Hebrew characters. Lexington ave¬ 
nue. Manhattan, one of New York’s 
finest residence streets, might almost 
be called a Jewish avenue. Even on 
Fifth avenue and In the exclusive Wes; 
End section Jew’s form a large propor¬ 
tion of the inhabitants. The American 
Jews do not settle in communities like 
their foreign-horn co-rellgionists, but 
are scattered all over the city. 

A recent advertlsemwt In a New 
York paper for men to solicit for a 
hewspaper state^ that Hebrews and 
Catholics were preferred. The reason 
was that Protestant Christians are 
coming to form the third class (In the 
heart of New York) In number, and 
In Importance to the subscription de¬ 
partment of a partisan paper. 

• * 0 

Seeking a Higher Level. 

The uptown movement of the Jew 
has become a proverb. Families who 
once lived in the downtown ghetto, a 
part of the "slums," are fairly flood¬ 
ing uptowrn fashionable apartment ho¬ 
tels. Not hotels, of tho class of the 
Waldorf-Astoria, of course, although 
not a few wealthy Jews are numbered 
among the guests of houses of this 
character. But in the second class 
hotels, which are of the same grade 
as the first class of smaller cities. 
Some of the hotels seek to bar Jewish 
families, since many gentile families 
object to their presence. But many 
luxurious apartment hotels are occu¬ 
pied almost exclusively by Jewish fam¬ 
ilies. 

It Is Indeed wonderful to witness the 
rise of the Jew’s In weaJth and power. 
The same generation that came to 
America In the steerage has been 
known In Its old age to make Its an¬ 
nual tour to Europe In a "chambre de 
luxe" one one of our fastest liners. 
Most of the Immense department stores 
are owmed by Jew’s, and a large pro¬ 
portion of the wholesale houses. It Is. 
safe to say that half the . business 
houses on Broadway, New York’s main 
street, are owned by Jews. They are 
already powerful in Journalism, and 
the leaders In the theatrical business. 
They also seem to he on the w’ay to 
monopolizing the legal and the medical 
professions. The two great univer¬ 
sities of New* York, one under Episco¬ 
palian management, the other under 
Presbyterian, have a number of Jews 
on their faculties, and Columbia es¬ 
pecially has an enormous number 
among the student-body. To see at the 
close of the afternoon session, the stu¬ 
dents pouring out of the City College, 
supported at'public expense, one would 
think there were none but Jews who 
attended there.

An Intellectually Endowed Race. 

What Is the secret of the Jews’ 
phenomenal success? To begin with, it 
is a wonderfully w’dl endowed race in¬ 
tellectually. One-third of the profes¬ 
sors In German universities are Jews, 
though this race counts but little more 
than 1 per cent, of the population. In 
our country also they fill more than 
their share of professorships. Though 
forming only a small part of each tui¬ 
tion, yet in every nation spme of them 
ar© among the small number of Immor¬ 
tals of that nation. ffTsraell nnd Zang- 
will in England. Heine and Mendel¬ 
sohn in Germany, Zola In France. Spin¬ 
oza In Holland nnd Ruhcnatein In Rus- 
rla. Though an American Jew’ has not 
yet risen to the heights of immortality, 
>et they have demonstrated their high 
average intellectual ability. 

A second cause of their advance¬ 
ment is their morality and industry. 
In all countries the percentage of the 
criminal class of Jewish birth has been 
much below that of any other race. 

0 0 0 

Lives Within His Income. 

A third cause Is their frugality. 
The native-born gentile American Is 
prom* to spend nil his Income In order 
to keep up style. Not so the Jew. 
One thing the Jew’ does is to live with¬ 
in his Income, even if It necessitates 
making his home in a garret or a 
rellnr. Ills ambition Is to get some¬ 
thing abend. No matter at w’hat he 
has to begin his career—If It be mere¬ 
ly to take a gunny-bag under his arm 
and g» through the city crying "Rags, 
bottles." he will manage to lay by a 
few cents a day and keep nt It until 
he can extend hi* business, or with his 
small capital adopt som£ new and 
more lucrative employment. 

The fourth reason the foreign Jew 


thrives la that he does not count any 
employment beneath him. The most 
distasteful occupations In New York, 
such as rag-picking and Junk-dealing, 
are generally In the hands of recent¬ 
ly immigrated Jews. But the Fame In¬ 
dividuals are not going to stay there. 
The third generation, at furthest. Is 
destined, as like as not, to be numbered 
among the leading business men of 
the metropolis, and to live In a marble 
palace on one of the city's finest av¬ 
enues.

Wealthy and Cultured Jew n True 
Aristocrat. 


The wealthy Jew’ with culture added 
Is a true aristocrat, in the good sense 
of that word. The writer has been 
much employed in a confidential capac¬ 
ity in wealthy Jewish families, and hn$ 
had abundant opportunity to examine 
their home and private life. They are 
very democratic in their view's, not at 
all clannish, Intensely patriotic, and 
second to none In every respect. They 
are the most brond-mlnded of people. 
The fact that they have built no great 
universities of their own. but prefer 
to send their sons to Christian univer¬ 
sities, Is sufficient evidence of this fact. 
Also they entrust their sons freely to 
be educated by Christian tutors. They 
extend the hospitality of their homes to 
Gentiles the same as to their own race. 
They take a leading part In civic and 
moral reforms.

ON SENATE’S DIFFERENCE WITH 
THE PRESIDENT. 


AN ADDRESS TO LAW SCHOOL 


Cincinnati. May 27.—Differences be¬ 
tween the Prestdcnt and the UnlU>d 
States Senate were discussed to-day by 
Secretary at War Taft, who wa» the 
speaker at the annual commencement 
of the ClnninnaU Law School In this 
city. He choae for hie soibject the *T>el- 
egatlon of Delegated Power.” And In 
the course of the address discussed at 
considerable length the differences of 
opinion which arose over the treaties 

to be referred to The Hague Tribunal 

• • • 

Discusses Delegation of Power. 


In the oourse of hie address he said: 

"I corn# mow to a very recent instance 
of an attempt to maintain such & del¬ 
egation of power, which wna defeated 
for the time, but with deference to the 
great lawyws who denied Its validity. 
I think will ultimately come to be rec¬ 
ognized as permissible. The treaty- 
nvaklrvg power of the United StAtco 
U committed to the President by and 
with the consent of the Senate, two- 
thirds thereof concurring. A treaty 
when properly made and confirmed Is 
the law of the land,. This treaty-mak¬ 
ing power Is therefore analogous to 
executive power. It’s a delegated 
power, and the rule against the dele¬ 
gation of such delegat-nl power is cer¬ 
tainly as strong as n-gxUrwt tile dele¬ 
gation of legislative power. This is ex¬ 
pressly recognized In the decision of 
the Supreme Court in respect to the 
reciprocity cflauae of the McKinley Bill. 
By treaty with a number of Powers, 
the United States agreed to the estab¬ 
lishment of an International Court at 
The Hague before which might be sub¬ 
mitted controversies and differences be¬ 
tween the contracting powers, and this 
treaty referred to and cem temp lofted the 
making of general treaties of arbitra¬ 
tion by each of the two contracting 
parties.

Watchmen Witness Mysterious Ex¬ 
plosion Under New Pennsylvania 
Bridge In Jersey City. 


New York. May 27.— A mysterious 
explosion of dynamite, which blew nut 
the windows of a pile driver near the 
new Pensylvnnla bridge over the Hack¬ 
ensack river In Jersey City early to¬ 
day. was at first reported to the police 
ns having destroyed the bridge, but 
was ascertained later to have done no 
diunnge to the structure. Two watch¬ 
men and three Pennsylvania railroad 
detectives, who were on guard, saw the 
Hash of the explosion, but eould nelth*?r 
find any suspicious person In the vicin¬ 
ity nor discover what had exploded, 
nor how it reached tho bridge. 

The explosion caused the circulation 
of rumors that the railroad company 


had refused to allow a certain class 
of workmen to be employed on the 
bridge, and that thereupon anonymous 
IetVrs were received threatening to 
blow up the bridge and destroy the lives 
of some of the railroad officials. The 
knowledge of such letter* waa denied 
at the offices of the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road In Jersey City. Tho railroad offi¬ 
cials denied that there had been labor 
troubles of any kind in the building 
of the bridge. That the explosion wan 
the result of a plot by disgruntled 
workmen was prcwiounced absurd. 

It Is believed that a powerful ex¬ 
plosive floated down the river on the 
tide, whether by design of some ma- 
li.-Wjiis person or by accident. Is un¬ 
known. A rigid investigation was In 
progress to-day. 

The new bridge is being built on 
piles, and when It is finished the old 
bridge, which It Is to replace, will 
be removed and the new bridge floated 
down on rafts to the site of the old 
structure.

THREE INJURED 


through an alleged theft

Dave Ford, Grocer, Says Many Inci¬ 
dents Followed a Reproof. 


Charged with causing the Injury of 
three persons and robbing a cash box 
of $7 In Dave Ford's grocery. 1934 
Grayson street, Friday night. William 
Crofton, delivery man for Whiteside's 


bakery. Fourteenth and Lexington 
streets, was captured early yesterday 
morning by the police after a long 
chase. He was presented In the Police 
Court yesterday morning and his case 
xvas continued to June L. The persons 
he is accused of assaulting axe William 
Otto, seventy years old; Dave Ford, 
and Mrs. Maggie Ford, the latter an 
Invalid. 

Dave Ford says that Crofton went 
Into the store to deliver bread and be¬ 
came Incensed when he suggested that 
two deliveries be made a day. He said 
Crofton struck him under the eye. 
Then Mrs. Ford arose from her sick 
bed In an adjoining room, attracted 
by the sound of the scuffling, and fell 
in a faint to the floor, when she saw 
her husband struggling with Crofton. 


Mrs. Sarah O'Brien lives In the house, 
and she ran in to see what was caus¬ 
ing the commotion. She won hurt by 
being shoved against a shelf. William 
Otto owns the building and lives up¬ 
stairs. He says he atempted to act 
as peacemaker and received a blow on 
the eye with a can of fruit. He Is un¬ 
der the care of Dr. J. W. Kremer. It j 
required several stitches to sew up his 
wound. After the tight. Ford claims 
that Crofton threw a number of cans 
at the people In the room, and went to 
the cash drawer nnd took $7.

ANOTHER BIG BREAK 

IN MAY OPTION CORN. 


Decline During the Past Three Days 
of Nearly Twenty Cents 
a Bushel. 


Chicago. May 27.—Another sensation¬ 
al break to-day of 8*ic In the price of 
corn for May delivery makes a total 
decline for that option during the past 
three days of nearly 20c a bushel. At 
the opentng of trading on Thursday 
May com aold at 68c a bushel. When 


the Anal gong sounded to-day sellers 
were willing and anxious to take 49$*o 
a buehel for com to be delivered before 
June 1. The severe slump marked the 
end of an attempt by several promi¬ 
nent traders to "corner" the market. 

The apparent cause of the abandon¬ 
ment of Uie deal warn the alacrity with 
which farmers throughout the Cen¬ 
tral West took advantage of the ex¬ 
traordinarily high prices prevailing in 
the Chicago market to get rid of their 
surplus corn. Receipts of rhe yellow 
cereal at thte grain center during the 
past week have increased at an amaz¬ 
ing rate, arrivals to-day being 851 cars, 
out of which number 832 oars were suit¬ 
able for delivery on May contracts, and 
It was generally expected that the ex¬ 
tremely heavy movement would con¬ 


tinue throughout the remainder of the' 
month. The market to-day was weak 
the entire session. At the opening the 
price was off 3c at 55c. The prJee con¬ 
tinued to recede up to the close, when 
sales were made at 49fcc.

While Hm» Oaks was the stake race of 
tl»e day ct>e mU feature oV the afternoon 
was the defeat of Ram’s Horn, Capt. Jim 
Wlllktmo* oolt. wfilch ran second In the 
reoerrt Kentucky Derby. Ram's Horn wmi 
beaten a neck by Silverekin after a terrific 
drive through the stretch. Rum's Horn 
fcot away frum the paat badly, lost aev 


firmly at 5 to L with a small plunge to¬ 
ward the eloso. which caused a shade 
lower odds In every book 

The race simply showed that nothing 
but the good old Bob Miles' long dis¬ 
tance blood was fit to go the distance, 
and his (laughter was the winner In a 
I very alow race. When the barrier arose 
Mum shot out like It was to be a half 
mile sprint, with L*u Londe In second 
place. To the surprise of probably every¬ 
body except her owner Murn held gamely 
on through the alx furlongs, then into 
the stretch, and for a time looked like 
she was a certain winner.

It makes posslblo another 
championship battle with his old rival, 
Bob Fitzsimmons. 


Sine© Fitzsimmons won hi* memorable 
battle over the Californian both have 
fallen victims to Jeffries’ terrific wallop, 
und they are now on the same level so far 
as tho championship Is concerned. Noth¬ 
ing could lx* more interesting In the fistic 
game than another match between Cor¬ 
bett ami Fitzsimmons. Both are still In 
good physical condition and a coupto of 
weeks’ training would fit them for tho 
hurd battle which would undoubtedly re¬ 
sult wh*n they clnsh. 

The year* that have passed since Fitz¬ 
simmons mad© hln solar plexus blow fi- 
mous at Carson City has not wiped away 
th© bitter feeling that then existed be¬ 
tween the*© rival heavyweight*. Cham¬ 
pion* have gone down to defeat and beon 
tho best of friends with their conquerors 
afterward, but with Corbett and Fltz- 
Bimourns neither ever Hk*d the other from 
tho time they mot. and every effort on 
the part of their frlendB to havo them 
bury the hatchet has failed. 

They are Ju*t na bitter enemies to-day 
as they were when they entered the rtng 
March 17, 1KW, and If they were to meet 
again In th© rtng It would be a fight to 
th© bitter end. That Fitzsimmons Is not 
through with the ring I* shown by tho 
fact that ho has planned to meet Schreck 
this summer.

’Josh, how are you? I am glad to 
see you. You have not changed any 
since I Inst saw you.” 

Justice John M. Harlan, of the United 
States Supreme Court, and Josh Hutch¬ 
ison. a negro, the oldest employe of 
the Galt House, met In the latey of 
that hotel last night and shook hands 
warmly. They have known each other 
ever since Justice Iinrlan was a young 
man, when he came to the old Galt 
Mouse and Jogh was n btllboy. He Is 
now chief of the boys, but 1§ still active 
while the young man he used to know 
In thdae days Is one of the Justice® 
of the highest court in the United 
States. 

Justice Harlitn arrived In Louisville 
yesterday afternoon over the Big Four. 
He and his wife alighted from the train 
In the Union Depot at 6:30 o’clock. The 
train on which they came had a narrow 
escape from being wrecked. It pulled 
Into the depot at a rapid rate of speed 
and narrowly missed a Pullman sleeper, 
which was being shoved down a switch 
by a locomotive. The engine kicked the 
car. sending It almost onto tho main 
track ip front of the approaching pas¬ 
senger train. A brakeman set the brake, 
stopping the car only a few feet from 
the main line. Had the engine struck 
the force would probably have ditched 
the passenger train. 

Justice Harlan walked to the gate 
and was show ft to his carriage, which 
had teen sent for him by A. E. Will- 
son, whose gue«t he wtll be during hts 
stay In Louisville. Justice Harlan U 
a large-framed man and was dressed 
In a long Prince Albert coat, wearing 
a soft felt hat. He was somewhat tired 
after his trip in a day coach from 
Winona Lake, where he has been at¬ 
tending the general assembly of the 
Xcrthem Presbyterian Church, and he 
and ms wife went at once to Mr. Will 
sju % home.

He 
is noted as a man of few* words, and 
he was n» t Inclined to talk ns much 
us usual yesterday. He was lnterasted 
in the escape his train had had. how 
ever and lrquned about the details. 

Walking with a brisk step. Justice 
Harlan entered the Galt House last 
night alone and went to the desk, 
where he inquired the location of the 
banquet to which he had been Invited 
On the way to the desk he met Josh, 
and the recognition was mutual. He 
also met and shook hands with his 
old friend. Col. E. H. Taylor, Jr., and 
several others who Introduced thorn- 
selves. Ke then went up to the din 
lng room, where he was received with 
the yell: 

“Rah, rah, rah! Rah, rah, rah! Rah, 
rah. rail! Harlan!’ 

Justice Harlan will be In Louisville 
for several days, and during his stay 
here will te the guest of Mr. Willson 
Many entertainments will l>e given In 
his honor. His old regiment, which 
was first commanded by him, will hold 
a reur J nr, here on June 2, and the 
Louisville Rdr Association will give a 
handsome nod elaborate banquet In his 
honor on Jttve 1. the seventy-second 
anniversary of his birth.

Tied Up Street Car In Boston. 


L ONDON. May 2?.—The American 
ltn© steamer St. Louis, from New 
York, May 20. which passed tho 
Lizard at 8:05 a. ro. to-day, report¬ 
ed to tho Associated Press by a Marconi 
wireless dispatch that she passed suc¬ 
cessively Monday, May 22. the schooner 
yacht Endymion. tho yawl Alisa and the 
schooner Hamburg between 12:33 p m.

The German yacht Hamburg was lead¬ 
ing the Alisa by thirteen Tnlles with tho 
Atlantic, Fleur de Lys and the one clip¬ 
per ship Valhalla strung out In that order 
far astern when these yachts wore sight¬ 
ed on May 23 and 24 by the steamer St. 
Paul. The Endymion also was sighted by 
the St. Paul on a course well to the north 
of that taken by tho Hamburg and tho 
Alisa.

"Forcing the batter to hit back at the 
pitcher to get a man going to third after 
the second baseman or shortstop ran his 
man back Jo second Is a clever play by 
Joe McGInnlty, but was worked to per¬ 
fection by Tom Bond, of the Boston 
team, a quarter of a century ago. 

"The one thing that has Improved is 
the throwing to bases by the catchers, es¬ 
pecially to second base, although Buck 
Ewing and Charley 8nyder had ail of the 
catchers of the present day beat a block 
when it came to throwing the ball about 
the bases, while Mike Kelly was nearly 
as good us the two first named. 

"We have no outfielders like Johnson, 
Welch or Fogarty, and find It difficult to 
compare tho lnfieldcrs on ncoount of the 
gloves used at the present time. 

"Tho 'spltbair is the only new thing 
In the game for yearn, and this one addi¬ 
tion may put several good men on the 
retired list and will cause the ruWmakers 
to do a little thinking as to bow to im- • 
prove batting, for without good hitting 
you cannot furnish brilliant fielding, and 
the gann* will soon become uninteresting 
to the spectator who Is looking for ex¬ 
citement. 

"There Is very little hitting to the out¬ 
field this season, and tho wet ball will 
force wild throwing by unusually accu¬ 
rate pluyera. Never was there so much 
Interest taken In the sport, and yot the 


old players must stick to old, methods and 
ndvertlse their plays before they coin© 
off, as they do In tho sacrifice batting. 

"Can you Imaginn a Mike Kelly or 
Buck Ewing allowing u third lms<-rnan 
to come within a few yards of the home 
plate to take a bunt? If they lost a leg 
these old brlUiuuls would bang away, 
trying to drive the marble through the 
man who took the chance. That was 
baseball. 

"Nowadays a player will walk to the 
plate and then look over his shoulder to 
th© bench manager and look for a cue 
as to what to do. If the order cornea to 
bunt, well and good. The batsman dumpj* 
the ball Into the front yard, and walks 
ba©k to the bench us If he had done his 
little stunt according to orders. No good 
ball player should have to look to the 
bench manager for Instructions. The 
real ball player can see what his duty 
Is and should bo free to change his tac¬ 
tics as the case comes up for action 

"Mechanical ball playing Is poor stuff 
and unattractive. Tne nlle-makers shoulj 
cut out the sacrifice bunt and give th© 
spectators an open gam©, with every 
man trying tn reach first base No, there 
Is nothing n©w in baseball this season, 
and. In fact, the game has really fallen 
off In many ways."

I know an art critic In ons of our cities who 
reels no end of btack-and-white—pen and Ink— 
'•ketches. But the work must be good nnd must 
hive, berld'#, a commercial value. Thnt means tt must 
Illustrate lomethlng the ugunl store has for tale. 

All such work must be,done In the present styles. I 
have before me o strip of women’s head*. There are nine. 
Each has on a hat. and every hat la different, but all are 
tills year’s hats. The work Is done in pen-and-ink out¬ 
line, with th* texture of tho straw nnd tho trimming Indi¬ 
cated and each hat Is put on with the right tilt, which la 
ono of tho great points In this year’s styles. That strip Is 
good commercial work, and was sold the Inatpnt ft 4u* 
shown. 

Th* average price paid for such work Is S 3 to SX50 .1 
column hv advertising papcTa. Ey that la meant thnt ihe 
work Ih bought with t) * clear understanding between the 
buyer and th* s«Ter Hint it will be used across one, two 
<r thp'c columns of a newspaper, icerntlns to r~rpexnent* 
When mi ftdvertincr or an art mtnugcr gets work that 
ault* him. h* is lively to stick t<» the nrttst. and often 
•nkf* os much an the nrt^st can do. fjuch work can bring 
you from flo to <IT» a week,of yiu stick to It and do jpK.d 
work. Nobody docs good work always—even the he»t- 
known p^of<v*s!ousla lomeUlkM fail, and thv buyer Is al¬ 
ways the Judge. 

THT. VALUE OF VGJ1X 

Anrdhcr tlftsi of such work has tome crntral Idea. 
Look at the fonp ndvrrUaemcnts In the mesajdnes—tb* 
chief part of the advertisement Is the cut. Th«a* iro 
done in whnt yon call w.n«h. or In charcoal. Every detail 
If worked out. and th main idea Is brought out by the 
Illustration or “cut.” This class of work takes longer to 
do and Is better pa.d. It ne!la for anywhere from $10 to 
$100 for each Illustration according to Jhe flreness of the 
work nnd Its nptnc<* to tbs subject and the fame of the 
artist Here, again, the buyer Is the Judge. 

TIvto Is a tremendous demand for both cissies of 
work, and Kr-h and All will help you If you arc in real 
rnmest to develop the kind of work that sells. 

But this Is only for good work. Bad work hardly ever 
sells—n*ver ought to. And 1 don’t want any of my girls to 
be sai!fcfi«v1 with hod work. So often I get letters which 
as;*. "My work <s as good us some printed.” Perhaps It is. 
That Isn't enough. To get your first hearing, you must 
do work goo-1 enough to to reci gnized as goud, and then 
go »>;» doing It better and better. 

The great trouble with joung artist# Is that they think 
work er^axh to **11 ion*? before It Is good. 

There 0 a Ion;:, wearisome road to travel to get It 
right; lots of hard, patient, dally labor to b« done; a 
thousand dlucouragcntent* and disappointments to be met 
nnJ overcome—each one of which will strengthen you If 
yon studv out the why# and wherefores. There’# no royal 
road to ‘becoming a genius” or to selling work. The talent 
must, flrat of all, be in you, and must be supplemented 
by the hatdcsL mo^t earnest sort of work. 

And even if It la In ycu. thero will be days when every¬ 
thing goe* wrong, when you fling pencil or x>en down with 
a d^simlrlng determination never to try again! Perhnpa 
Ihc very next day will come a check for a bit of work; or 
a it encouraging word from somebody In whose opinion 
you’ve confidence; or perhaps you have to light off the 
hopcleasneaa alone. 

There's nothing so great a contradiction —#0 wearing 
and Irksome and at the rnme time *•<» full of glorious 
po k *ibllitl**—aa w« rk. And It takes a great deal cf It to 
make anything good enough to veil. 

DO IT EETTER EVERY DAY 

Put your hearts Into your work, my girls—there art 
very few thing* more worth while. 

The first great thing la to find out If It’s in you to do 
good work In any line. The sort nd. to find out how to go 
about It to moke It woith wlrtl*. And then to work Up 
to that worth while with all the concentration there is In 
you. Don't U <>k nt the possible two or three years of 
preparation—do each day better work than you did tho 
day before. 

Bend vour work In. I will have tt crltlclued and have 
you shown how to get Into the bun ness "right side up"— 
If you have It In you. Every bit of work will he conlldcn- 
tlally cared for and discussed. And nil the details—tho 
best site, the best medium, the shape—will be explained to 
you by letter. 



TO TIIE GIRLS ll r HO IF RITE 

Betty has offered her friends, as you will see by her 
lcllrt in another part of the page. 1 have looked Betty 
up. and I know that every one of the writers who will 
read your manuscripts Is a capable, thoroughly competent 
critic. You run no risk In sending the manuscript of any 
story or play or verse to them for criticism. They ar# 
going to give yot 4 the practical help every young r 

nev la. T iry will tell you how to make your work valu¬ 
able—there. again, if It's in you—whether the style Is bet¬ 
ter adapted for a Journalistic or a magaxine career; and 
if It is no good at all they will say so. Tho worst thing 
about the work of young writers Is that, ss a rule, nobody 
In the h>nu* circle or among ttyir friends knows enough 
to do anything but prulse. 

Th>sc writers who are going to pick your work to 
pieces arc not going to know who you are. They are going 
to eay exactly what they think of It—If It’s bud. they 
will tell you why; If good, why. There Is going to be no 
XNtrtiallty. no lov* to make It seem better or worse. 

Your part Is to see that the work reaches them In good 
condition, written clearly on onc side of the page, or type¬ 
written, If you can ma-ng* It. And you will get saitp- 
,fnt?tory training. That # what every young writer wants. 
So get your writing in good shape, and ulwaya send stamps 
enough nnd an addressed envelope for tho return of your 
manuscript and the opinion. 

Thtse friends of Betty's ar* honorable, upright, suc¬ 
cessful writers, and there Is no danger of any of your 
Ideas being used by some unscrupulous person. That 1 will 
guarantee. 

There's another aort of writing that pays well—the 
writing of advertisements. 

I have u letter from «n advertising woman. She has 
offered to teach girls with the right talent how to do her 
kind of work. 1 print her letter hero:

TH* I* really a wonderful chance for you girls. Do 
you know It? For writing advertisements Is not the sort 
of ihlnflHinf comes by, nature. You may be clever enough 
to wrltflf good story, or even good verse, with no training 
beyond h knowledge nf English: but you mny be skilled 
In nil the arts of graceful expression, ond yet not be able 
to writ* a good ndvcrtlsement. There Is a special training 
demanded for it nnd this is not always easy to get, even 
although you have It offered to you In this fashion. 

ft’r n peculiar kind of work, ond there's very little of 
It done tbnt*1s well done, which means thot there's a great 
field for the right sort, 

Every big store in the country, every good commercial 
article with a nnme. has to have a man or woman to do 
itu advertising. 

But this means thnt there must be fine literary talent 
nnd 0 splendid business capacity under that talent, as the 
materials out of which to make a business writer. 

I haven’t half covered the subject. In a week or two 
I will try to talk to tho girls who know how to maka good 
things to cat, and tho girls who want to begin to earn 
money st once. And. after that, a chat with you who 
don’t need to earn, but want only to develop help. 

Do you see what a big field Each nnd All is going to 
••over, and the place it means to take In helping wherever 
help Is needed" I am **jrc that such offers of assistance 
us wo have printed on this page within the last few weeks 
will glvt' a fresh impetus to our sub-clubs and Arouse In

face of the dock. Tho id her clocks ure 
almost as gr*od, and the combination 
Is best of all, which, when you pr*.** 
a little covered knob, strikes the hour 
that the hunds point nearest to. The 
little battery g>t« used up. of course, 
but It lasts a good while, and costs very 
little to renew. 

Tho electric lamps come In a dozen 
form*, from the tiny ones that fit into 
the palm of your hand to longer kinds, 
with a “bulra-eye” lens; and dectrio 
candles have n bulb shaped like tho 
fame of a candle. 

Invalid screens solve the problem of

Sewing—the pick-up work every 
invalid likes to play with nt rare In- 
t rvals—Ml* one pocket; writing paper 
another; pcncUs uxtd pens and a safety 
Inkwell go in a little one at the top; a 
favorite book Pods accommodation In 
.still another, wlsii handkerchiefs (they 
are always getuVic lost about a bedi 
are always to iL«* found in the 
pocket, and seti? >rs hung from httle 
bra&s hooks. 

aH the.a? thing? ire conveniently near, 
yet anything out in tho way. And (Us 
screen !> ve> . «uslly nunio-^just of 

strong, straight ‘Hoards (not too large), 
hinged together and covered. For a 
cover deftlm 1 * best—it s so much 
stronger than utmost uny other stuff; 
nnd the pocke f ** need to be strong to 
hold all the things that will get crowded 
Into them. 

Nobody who hasn’t been an invalid 
ever realizes how much you dislike to bo 
constantly asking for this thing orfihat. 
and tho screen saves the trouble. And, 
by the way. it makes a birthday gift 
that will bo mighty acceptable. 

Baby pillows, to tuck under the tlred- 
est spot, do wonders In the way of 
resting you; and a spread of dimity or 
linen, or even a sheet used in place of a 
spread, is not only lighter in weight, 
but so much pleasanter to touch than 
the suit, thick surface. 

An improvement on slippery trays 
(and a tray Is very heavy to hold when 
you’re weak) Is a little table with short, 
squat leg*, the top fixed like a tray. 
But the true invalid taLle Is best, with 
Its long balancing rod that runs out 
under the bed. nnd keeping the table 
itt'Clf from tipping over when weights 
are put on it. 

The top can lie adjusted, raising or 
lowering It to a comfortable height, 
nnd tilts besides, being made to stay at 
uny angle you please by the tightening 
of a screw underneath.

I hesitate to 
offer so much as a suggestion, so fully 
do I agree with your theory and ap¬ 
prove of your method of managing the 
blessed boys. The motherless baby's 
whine is probably one of the many 
* tricks" to wfiicfi children are prone 
** the sparks to uy upward. They 
come and go without apparent cause. 
Be very patient und tactful with him. 
ptudy his character until you discover 
?y what avenue he is most accessible, 
then bring your knowledge to bear upon 
his whine. There is a way of managing 
every child If we can but find It out. 
-And the ways are almost as numerous 
and as difficult to master as the chil¬ 
dren themselves. , 

Bike you, I believe in prompt obcdl- 
ence to a given order. Yet one of my 
early lessons in governing the nursery 
involved Just the patient, serious wait¬ 
ing you describe. I have in my mind 
this moment the scene. A 2 -ycur-old 
girl, half-sportive, half-defiant, a gleam 
of self-will in the dapeing eyes, bal¬ 
ancing on tiptoe for night, or for ad¬ 
vance. while I, the mother, sat across 
tlic room and saiu. “Como to me, dear; 
1 mean it.” 

“I’ll Just wait and see this out!" mur¬ 
mured a visitor who did not hold with 
my ideas of teaching babies obedience, 
maintaining that “when they were old 
enough to be ashamed of misconduct 
they, would come out all right." 

For eight awful minutes l looked 
Into the dancing, mutinous eyes, repeat¬ 
ing gently, but decidedly, “Come to 
me!" Then, defiance went out of eyes, 
lace ftnd limb suddenly, the baby ran 
across the room into my arms with a 
burst of tearful laughter—and victory 
was mine!

Mix arid muko Into sandwiches with 
thinly sliced gruham bread. 

Peanut Sandwiches

fresh cream cheese to make a panto 
that can bo easily spread on unbuttered 
bread.

Chicken Salad

spoonful of oil. one tableajKionful of 
vim gar. one cupful of mayonualso dress- 
lug. 

Mix the cut chicken and celery, sea¬ 
son and moisten with oil and vinegar. 
Line a salad bowl with lettuce, and on 
this heap your salad Four the thick 
mayonnaise dressing over tho chickeu 
and celery. 


Egg Salad 


Boil six eggs perfectly hard, putting 
them on in cold water, und cooking ten 
minutes alter this reaches the boil, that 
the yolks may be dry and mealy. Gut 
the whites In two, remove carefully, 
and rub the yolks to u paste with three 
tublespoonfuls of mlnccrJ hum or chick¬ 
en. or both. t«*n drops of colon Jjlco, a 
saltspoonful of mustard, a taolespoonful 
of incited butter, salt to Uiute und half 
a tenspoonful of paprika.

FOR EVERYBODY CONCERNED 


A MONSTER picnic run by 
contract is u social enor¬ 
mity. lie buikied better 
than he knew who charac¬ 
terized such us a “pleasure exer¬ 
tion.” Eicn the average child has 
censed to regard the Sunday or day 
school picnic ns a delight. 

Huddled in hot cars, packed sar- 
dinewise in steam transports, dis¬ 
gorged upon rented grounds, worn 
bnro of turf by former hordes and 
sparsely shaded by spiritless trees, 
the revelers are turned loose to 
frolic and to feed for a given num¬ 
ber of hours. When the time is up 
* they *>rc corralled lijte d'^yen. dirty, 
discontented cattle and deposited by 
bedtime at dock or depot, haring 
achieved one more travesty upon 
merry-making—n tzavesty that is 
peculiarly United Statc3inn. 

A NEW ENGLAND PICNIC 

But nu a! fresco pleasure-taking 
on the part of a dozen or more con¬ 
genial families or a company of 
nice, neighborly young people, prop¬ 
erly chaperoned, is one of the least 
conventional und altogether agree¬ 
able forms of summer entertain¬ 
ment. 

It was my fortune, several years 
ago, to spend a summer in one of 
the loveliest of New England towns, 
where the private picnic wr.s a 
favorite means of dispensing and 
receiving hospitality. A descrip¬ 
tion of one of these veritubio 
pleasure excursions will convey my 
meaning more truly than a list of 
formal instructions could. 

The young people, numbering 
sometimes twenty-five, sometimes 
forty, assembled at the house of 
her who gave the function. If the 
designated pleasure ground were to 
bo reached by land, carriages were 
at the door to convey tho party. 
Those who owned private carriages 
brought them; perhaps half a dozen 
would he on horseback; the rest 
were accommodated in vehicles fur¬ 
nished by the hostess. One wagon 
contained the collation. 

PLENTY OF GOOD CHEER 

This particular town was so for¬ 
tunate as to have within easy walk¬ 
ing distance, and also accessible by 
trolley cars, a chain of lakelets 
leading up into the hills; “ponds,” 
the country folk called them.* They 
furnished water power for flourish¬ 
ing mills. They were the popular 
resort of lovers of boating and 
swimming. “Water picnics” wero 
the order of the day in the summer 
I speak of. The young men wore 
flannel yachting suits j the girls, 
white waists and blue serge skirls, 
or waists and skirls of white dm;k 
or colored linen. Anything like 
display in costumo would have been 
reckoned vulgar and out of table. 
The chaperon and two or three cou¬ 
ples went in the first boat; the pro¬ 
visions, under the core of a trusty 
domestic, followed in the wako of 
a convivial fleet. Tho amateur mu¬ 
sicians were near the middle of tho 
line, with guitar, banjo, violin and 
flute. When we cleared the town 
the music began—part songs, glees, 
rollicking boating ballads follow¬ 
ing ono another. Everybody sung, 
whether or not voice or ear wero 
good. Four o’clock was tho hour 
of meeting. By 5 we disembark¬ 
ed at one of the many attractive 
landing places bordering the upper 
lake. The wood was full of wild 
flowers, sand violets rioting upon 
the slopes, ferns fringing tho shore 
and towering into beds of bracken 
in tho edge of the grove. A commit¬ 
tee of flower lovers sallied forth in 
quest of decorations for the 6ylvau 
fenat. Another and a smaller dep¬ 
utation remained behind to lay* tho 
cloth and spread the table. A level 
expanse of sward was selected, and 
the damask was secured against 
vagrant gusts by laying heavy 


stones at the corners. One hamper 
contained napery and table furni¬ 
ture. This consisted of woodcut 
plates, bowls and dishes, bought for 
a few cents apic?cc; stout glasses 
and stoneware pitchers, silver forks, 
knives and spoons. Tho napkins 
were of Japanese paper. Some¬ 
times several girls joined hands in 
providing refreshments, one bring¬ 
ing nothing but sandwiches, an¬ 
other providing cakes, a third iced 
tea arid coffee, a fourth salads, and 
all “clubbing in” on the ice cream. 

This last was the most cumbrous 
nrticlo in the van or boat, packed 
down in a freezer, surrounded by 
salt and ice. Salad dressing, French 
or mayonnaise, came in a wide- 
mouthed jar, closely corked; let¬ 
tuce was washed and picked over at 
home, wrapped in a damp nnpkin 
and laid lightly in a basket, bits of 
ice scattered among tho leaves pre¬ 
serving their crispness. Each sand¬ 
wich was enveloped in paraffined 
paper, such as lines cracker boxes; 
hard-boiled eggs, stuffed and dev¬ 
iled eggs were done up separately in 
tissue papers frilled at the ends. 
Cold tea and coffee came in quart 
bottles, set closely in a round basket 
about a lump of ice, wrapped first 
in canton flannel, then in oilcloth. 

ONLY ONE BREAK 

Chicken or celery or any other 
salad that would toughen or wilt if 
left loug in the dressing was packed, 
unseasoned, in a bowl, covered 
closely and dressed just beforo it 
was eaten. 

Cushious, taken from boats or 
from carriages, if we had come by 
land, were laid around the cloth 
upon rugs, which protected flannels 
and duck from grass stains or earth 
damps. 

Lastly, tho floral treasures col¬ 
lected by the decorating committee 
were disposed tastefully between 
dishes, pitchers and bowls, and the 
material part of tho feast began, to 
the accompaniment of much jesting 
and more laughter. 

I recall with sincere satisfaction 
that in all tho eight or ten picnics 
it was my happiness to attend that 
golden summer I witnessed but ona 
incident that could be construed 
into rudeness or undue license of 
speech or act. 

A young collegian, with more 
rpirits than wit, had brought, of 
his own motion, a huge bag of dates, 
and, producing it after all were 
seated about the tastefully decorated 
table, scattered the contents broad¬ 
cast over the array, splashing into 
glasses, dotting salads and sand¬ 
wiches and shocking tho company 
into momentary siJcuce. 

Then the clear, girlish voice of tho 

hostess was heard; “Mr. 13 - hn» 

evidently made a specialty of chron¬ 
ological tables in tho university! 

I am afraid most of us are too un¬ 
learned to appreciate them!” 

A DANCE ON THE TURF 

By the time the supper was over 
the sun was near the setting. Table¬ 
cloth and napkins, glass, crockery 
and silver were returned to tho 
hampers and a camp tire was kin¬ 
dled, with plates and dishes as a 
foundation. We sat in a ring about 
it. singing, chatting and story-tell¬ 
ing, until the flumes sank into em¬ 
bers. These wero extinguished care¬ 
fully beforo we set out for home. 

Sometimes thero was ou im¬ 
promptu dance upon the turf in 
genuine fairy fnshion. Always wo 
carried away with us lighter hearts 
and healthier bodies for the inno¬ 
cent diversion of the summer after¬ 
noon.

The PaclAc Mail steamship Man¬ 
churia, on which the President’* fair 
daughter will sail from San Francisco 
on June 24 , is a brand-new* vessel, 
launched at Camden, N. \J., only a year 
ago. If stood vertical, its keel against 
the Washington monument. Its bow 
anouid tower sixty feet above the apex 
of that tallest of stvir© structures built 
by man. No passenger ship In our en¬ 
tire Atlantic merchant marine fleet can 
compere with this vessel In size. She 
bas five complete docks, a cool capacity 
of 8,100 tons and ninety-six stateroom* 
• • • 

A Suite to Himself. 

Miss Roosevelt will not be limited to 
g Stateroom when she wishes to retire 
or seclude herself from the scores of 
guests to accompany her and Secretary 
TafL Ou the high “bridge deck" she 
will have her own cozy suite, consist¬ 
ing of a sleeping room with a com¬ 
fortable brass bed. instead of the ci\>wd- 
ed bunk. 

To insure her keeping within the 
bounds of Iter soft mattress when the 
sea m'gbt be rough, brass railings 
such us those put on babies* cribs, wiil 
rise on each side of her couch. A pair 
of white curtains hung upon a brass 
rod ir*y be dTawn to screen her from 
the sea br* exes .should they blow too 
cool. At her left hand she will have an 
electric button with which she may, 
without arbring, call her maid, and 
above her pillow she will have an elec¬ 
tric lamp, with opaque hood, to be 
turned on with a button should she care 
to read herself to sleep. Acroai from 
her bed she will have a generous ward- 
rob? of mahogany and a oozy sofa on 
which she may lounge while sipping 
her morning coffee. 

Abreast of the head of her bed a 
white door will lead ^o her own private 
both, with tiled floor, porcelain tub and 
all of the accessories of a modern hotel 
bath. 

Her boudoir, entered from the bed¬ 
room by a door at the foot of the brans 
couch, will be fltted with a writing 
extra wardrobe and sofa, all of 


mahogany. The paneling of the sides 
and celling of her little suite will be 
painted w hite oui costly rug* wli. cover 
the floors. In each of the three rooms 
will be a large, circular window. o r 
“side light/* giving a view of the broad 
expanse of ocean, when the red cw- 
talr.s are drawn aside. Either of the 
sofas may be made u»p into a berth for 
the maid or companion of the first 
maiden of the land.

The “Social Hall." 


Directly adjacent to Miss Roosevelt's 
boudoir will be the 'laocial hall,** ex¬ 
tending entirely across the bridge d^ck 
Three steps through the hallway, lining 
the staterooms, will lead the young lady 
to this broad apartment with Us pan¬ 
eling of dull dark oak and grand stair¬ 
way, leading down Lo the main saloon 
Passing through the social hall and still 
walking toward the bow of the ship 
she will reach the adjacent music room, 
finished in white and gold and tapestry 
In the foresldo of this apartment she 
will And a piano, while from above the 
continue ua chain of sofas surrounding 
the other three sides of the room the 
light will fall upon her through sliding 
windows of cathedral glass. Above her 
head will be a large skylight of leaded 
glass surmounting the oentrai well, 
which lights the main saloon below. 

This main saloon on the shelter deck 
below* will seat the fifty people In Sec¬ 
retary Tuffs party as well its 166 otiv>r 
fortunate first-cabin passengers. While 
dining therein Miss Roosevelt will be 
surrounded by wall* of dark oak with 
panels of staff between the beams. Th? 
celling above her will be finished in 
white and gold and the sidelights at*>ut 
her will have Venetian sliding shutters. 
Three long tables will traverse the sa¬ 
loon from front to rear and along the 
s:d*'». at right angle* to these, will la 
arranged eight smaller boards, at which 
Secretary Taft and the most of the 
party will be seated. At his Individual 
table Miss Roosevelt. Miss Mabel T. 
Boardman, of Washington, and Miss 
Amy McMillan, daughter of the late 
Michigan Senator, will be placed; also 
ex-S«cretary of War Root and his son. 
Kllhu Hoot, Jr. 

• • • 

Creature Comforts. 

Three suite*, similar to Miss Roose¬ 
velt's. will be occupied by Secretary 
Taft, former Secretary Root and Speak¬ 
er Cannon, respectively. The ten Sen¬ 
ators and twenty Representatives wiil 
occupy, on the same deck, large state¬ 
rooms. each fltted with two iron and 
brass-trimmed berths, and another of 
the convertible sofa pattern. They will 
And convenient baths In the center of 
the deckhouse. On the boat deck above 
the statesmen will have a/t their dis¬ 
posal a larg> smoking-room and buffet 
paneled In Flemish oak. Above them 
along the wall will run a frieze of 
Dutch water scene*, while the sliding 
shutters of the sidelights will have ap¬ 
propriate drinking scenes depicted In 
their stained gla»- Appalling to the 
legislative taste for comfort will be 
leather-covered setters all al>out the 
walls, and h*re the more sedate may 
sit and puff their porfeetn*. while others 


ensconced in comfortable revolving 
chairs gather about the card tables. 
Those who wisto to remain with the la¬ 
dle* may enjoy light refreshment* away 
up on the boat deck. 

Should any member of the distin¬ 
guished party fall 411 . there will be a 
fully-equipped hospital and surgeon's 
office aboard. There will also be a bar¬ 
ber-shop. of course, w here sartorial ope¬ 
rations will be performed by experts 
trained not to scratch, however the ship 
rocks. 

The main promenade of the party will 
be the bridge deck, upon which their 
suites and staterooms will be situated. 
Moot of the oth^r first cabin passengers 
on the ship will hav^ staterooms on the 
shelter deck, by virtue of Secretary 
Tuft's having booked In advance the 
deck above. 

• • • 

First Peep At Wonderland. 

Miss Alice’s first view of the wonder¬ 
lands of the Pacific will be after she 
has been six days out. and as she ap¬ 
proach.* Hawaii, “the Paradise of the 
Pacific.'* After entering the land-lock¬ 
ed harbor of Honolulu, she will have 
from twelve to twenty-four hours, ac¬ 
cording to how good time is made. In 
w-hleh to rer.ow her acquaintance with 
terra firms. On her way to her hotel, 
after being welcomed at the docks by 


tho Governor, she will drive through 
avenu » of palms, past blocks of pic¬ 
turesque residences, with wide, shaded 
verandas ami surrounded by tall pines, 
palms and ’‘parterres’* of brlght-hu-ed 
flowers. She will thus feuet her eyes 
along Nuuanu avenue and King street, 
the principal boulevards. Carriages and 
saddle horses will be ready to take the 
party on a hurried excursion to tlia hills 
and valleys back of the city, as well 
as to some of the sugar plantation* 
which Secretary Taft bos promised to 
visit. If their preferences are consult¬ 
ed. Mis* Roosevelt, the Secretary, fann¬ 
er Secretary and young Mr. Root will 
probably elect to tak»» the saddle, as all 
are skilled equestrians. From the 
Punch Bowl, an extinct crater within 
a few minutes' ride from their hotel, 
they will have a splendid bird's-eye 
view of the city and surrounding coun¬ 
try From “The Pall." six and a half 
miles further, their view will be even 
more beautiful. It was from this height 
that Kamehamaha drove his foes to 
death, over a precipice 600 feet In sheer 
descent. Should time permit. Mine 
Roosevelt will take a dip in the sea a«t 
Waikiki Honolulu's Newport; but she 
w8U not be aible to visit the great vol- 
cxLno of KUauea, which would require 
six or seven days. 

After twelve more days on the sea 
she will reach Yokohama. Here the 


Manchuria will coal for twenty-four 
hours, during which time—in spite of 
the advice of some orthodox diplo¬ 
matists— Secretary Taft will sail twen¬ 
ty miles up the bay to Tokio. the 
Japanese capital, and will make an of¬ 
ficial call on the Mikado at the sum¬ 
mer palace \ Just outside Tokio. But 
Just how many of his party will ac¬ 
company him on this side trip has not 
been officially decided. Whether Miss 
Roosevelt will go along will depend 
upon the final sealed orders which she 
receives from her father before she 
bids him furewell at the White House. 
If her personal wishes In the matter 
are respected there is no doubt in the 
world that she will become the offl» lul 
guest of the Mikado and Empress. If 
only for an hoar. When Gen. Grant 
visited Tokio the harbor was aroar for 
a half hour with saluting cannon, and 
the Imperial barge containing a Prince 
of the empire bore him and Mrs. Grant 
ashore. Day fireworks were set off at 
the moment of their landing, and they 
were received on the wharf by princes 
and the entire diplomatic corps In 
gorgeous uniforms. It was shortly after 
noon on the Fourth of July when he. In 
full evening dress, waa driven to the 
palace, Mrs. Grant at his side and our 
minister, also In a swallow-tail coat, 
accompanying. Their carriage took 
them through the gorgeous Daimlos 
quarter and when they entered the 
palace gates they drove past a line 


of troops, the band playing “Hall Co¬ 
lumbia.’' Put down at the palace door, 
they were escorted up a narrow stair¬ 
way into an anteroom and later Into 
a chamber where all of the Imperial 
ministers were assembled. A lord in 
waiting, gorgeously uniformed, led the 
way thence along a short passage to 
an apartment at whose farther end the 
Mikado and Empress were standing. 
The Emperor, after receiving the low 
obeisances of the Jopanese present, 
advanced and shook hands with Gen. 
Grant. He then returned to his place 
and stood for a time with his hand 
resting upon his sword while a courtier 
read to the distinguished visitor a for¬ 
mal address to which Gen. Grant re¬ 
sponded in English. A similar address 
was rend to Mrs. Grant, and to this 
she replied In a few words. In the 
event of Miss Roosevelt's accompany¬ 
ing Secretary Taft to the palace she 
may be called upon to make & similar 
short speech to her majesty.

MEMORIAL DAY IN 1905.

I T Is meet to recall at this time, 
when sectional feeling has given 
way to one of brotherly kindness, 
that the nation really owes Its Me¬ 
morial day to the women of the South. 

Chauncey M. Depew, in a Decoration 
day address, delivered in 1 S 79 , told of 
the origin of the custom in these elo¬ 
quent worda; 

“When the war was over, In the 
South, where, under warmer skies and 
with more poetic temperament, sym¬ 
bols and emblems are better under¬ 
stood than in the practical North, 
mothers and children of the Confed¬ 
erate dead went out and strewed their 
graves with flowers, and at many 
places the women scattered them Im¬ 
partially also over the unknown and 
unmarked resting places of the Union 
soldiers. 

“As the new* of this touching tribute 
flashed over the North. It roused, as 
nothing else could have done, national 
amity mid love, and allayed sectional 
animosity and passion. It thrilled 
every* hou?«»hold where there was a va¬ 
cant chtilr by the fireside and an ach¬ 
ing void In the heart fur the Inst hero 


cherry blossom fete, always scheduled 
for April; the wistaria fete of May and 
the magnificent chrysanthemum fete of 
October. At the lotu* fete there will 
be Illuminations galore. Imposing court 
pageants and military reviews. Leav¬ 
ing Yokohama July 13 she will have 
twelve hours at Kobe, two days later. 
Here the governor of the port will prob¬ 
ably receive her and she will be draw n 
in a rickshaw to view the three temples 
and the Nunoblkl waterfalls, the raised 
river bed and the Mian tog wa. or plea*, 
ure ground. 

From Kdbe she will embark upon the 
most delightful sea voyage in the whole 
of the Orient, which is the world-famel 
trip through the beautiful Inland Sea 
of Japan. This channel averages from 
a half mile to a mile In width and is 
full of puzzling convolutions, the pic¬ 
turesque banks rising high above the 
masthead* of the Manchuria in an ap¬ 
parently endless succession of artificial 
terrace*. She will look out upon a 
panorama of picturesque Junks, oddly 
shaped farm houses, castles, temples 
and forests After such a trip of two 
days she will reach Nagasaki, and there 
have twelve hours to view the mag¬ 
nificent temple of O'Suwa. in the cen¬ 
ter of the public park, also the porce¬ 
lain bazaar and the hot springs. 


whose remains had never been found; 
old wounds broke out afresh, and In a 
mingled tempest of grief and Joy the 
family cried: Maybe It wa* our dar¬ 
ling!* 

“Thus out of sorrows common alike 
to North and South came this beautiful 
custom. But Decoration day no longer 
belongs to those who mourn. It Is the 
common privilege of us all, and will be 
celebrated as long as gratitude exists 
and flowers bloom/* 

It wits Just such Impartial action on 
the part of the women of Columbus, 
Miss., Immediately following the wear's 
close, that Inspired the poem known to 
every school child In the North. “The 
Blue and the Gray/* All. the many 
times the childish mind has thrilled 
with the reading of the healing verses 
In old Fourth Reader: 

“From the silence of sorrowful hours 
The desolate mourners go 
Lovingly laden with flowers. 

Alike for the friend and the foe— 
Under the sod and the dew. 

Waiting the judgment day; 

Under the roses, the Blue; 

Under the llllea. the Gray." 

Three yoArs later, the first Decora¬ 
tion dny proclamation whs Issued by 
John A. Logini. then Commander-In- 


Chief of the recently organized Grand 
Army of the Republic. 

“We should guard their graves (those 
of the Union soldiers) with sacred vigi¬ 
lance/' the proclamation ran. “AH that 
the consecrated w-ealth and taste of tffi 
nation can add to their adornment and 
security Is but a fitting tribute to the 
memory of her slain defenders. 

“Let no wanton foot tread rudely on 
such hallowed grounds; let pleasant 
paths Invite the coming mid going of 
revered visitors and fond mourners; let 
no vandalism or avarice or neglect, no 
ravage* of time, testify to the present 
or to the coming generations that we 
have forgotten as a people the cost of 
u free and undivided republic, 

“If other ryes grow dull and other 
hands slack and other hearts cold in 
the solemn trust, ours shall keep it 
well a* long as the light and the 
warmth of life remain tn us. 

"Ivot us, then, gather round their sa¬ 
cred remains and garland the passion¬ 
less mounds above them with the ohon¬ 
est flowers of springtime; let us rulse 
above them the dear old flag they «av*d 
from dishonor; let us In this *o>mn 
presence renew our i»lul to aid and 


assist those whom they have left among 
us as a sacred charge upon a nation's 
gratitude—the soldiers* and soHora* wid¬ 
ow and orphan.*' 

Thirty-seven years have passed since 
this proclamation was Issued. Union 
veterans no longer Indignantly refuse to 
strew r the graves of the Confederate 
dead In the North with blossoms, and 
the surviving men who wore the gray 
now vie with their wives and daughters 
in reverently placing the roses of the 
South upon the last resting places of 
ancient foe and friend with equal Im¬ 
partiality. 

little did the tender-hearted mothers 
of the South think of the mighty fruit 
*thelr action would bear w'hen. In the 
darkest days of reconstruction, with 
hearts bleeding over their own losses 
and overflowing with compassion for 
their bereft sisters of the North, they 
scattered their garlands alike over the 
mounds of the blue and the gray. 
"Sadly, but not with upbraiding. 

The gt-nerous deed wus done. 

In the storm of the years that are fading. 

No braver battle W’ms won— 

Under the sod and the dew. 

Waiting the Judgment day; 

Under the blossoms, the Blue;

HOUNDED FOR PAST SEVEN YEARS ON ACCOUNT OF A DUEL 

The Terrible Revenge Taken By Members of the Italian Parliament on Count Ferrticio Macola for Killing Their Leader, Felice Cavalotti. 
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[Correspondence of the Courier-Journal.] 

R OME. May ll,—What Is probably, 
th-ugh not certainly. Ita* last act 
has Just been pluyed In one of 
the mdst pathetic dramas In 
H'e on record in this country. It 
fia* brvn a parliamentary dram*, the 
chief play«n». with two exceptions, hav¬ 


ing been members of the Italian Cham¬ 
ber of Deputies, while the Chamber 
itself has been the theater in which 
moet of the action has passed. 

For th* beginning of this drama one 
must go b;ick seven years At that time 
the Italian Chamber of Deputies was 
enlivened by the wit and fighting Qual¬ 


ities of two bitter antagonists, Felice 
Cavallottt, the Radical leader, and 
Count Ferruccio Macoka, the brilliant 
Conservative Deputy. Cavallottl, be¬ 
side® being on* of the most striking 
figures in Parliament, was an eloquent 
writer, a dramatist of some distinction 
and a famous duelist. Hot-tempered 
and impulsive, he was the Idol of the 
Italian Radicals. 

Hls great rival. Count Ferruccio Ma- 
cota.. wxu» the atnitheal* of OavaUottl In 
nearly every respect except that of be¬ 
ing a bom fighter, vtolervt and d/ogg^d. 
For many monthe the men had opposed 
each other In debate of the bitterest de¬ 
scription. and th* adherents of both 
dreaded the day whet; they should com* 
to an open rupture. Th* day came In 
the early part of March, 1896 The mai¬ 
ler about which Macola and Cavallottl 
quarreled was an absolutely technical 
one. from which the personal element 
waa quit* absent, but heated language 
was used on both sides and It was prac¬ 
tically oertaln that serious consequences 
would follow’. The friends of both men, 
however, did all In their power to 
smooth the affair over, and it was gen¬ 
erally supposed that they had been suc- 
cawCul, w hen all Rome wa# startled by 
hearing that there was to be a duel 
between the two Deputies. 

The combat was precipitated by Cav- 
allottl. who. though he was then fifty- 
six. overfat aivi extremely short-right¬ 
ed, wa* determined to fight. The Rad¬ 
ical lead r already had fought thirty- 
five duels nnd come off practically un¬ 
scathed. and regarded hlmeeif as In¬ 
vincible.

”1 must have my thirty-sixth bottle,'* 
he is reported to have said "I don't 
want the fellow's life, but I’m de¬ 
termined to let ou-t some of that thick 
blood of h>s." 

Count Macola. on the other hand, had 
no w*lsh to meet hls rival, although he 
had no special reason to fear the issue, 
for he was not only Cavallotti’s equal 
as a swordsman, but had the advan¬ 
tage of him In years, being only thirty- 
seven. Macola also had many suiceas- 
ful duels to hls credit. He did all In 
hls power to avoid the encounter, but 
It was forced upon him notwithstand¬ 
ing. To refuse absolutely to meet h;s 
rival meant the accusation of coward¬ 
ice. made by a faction which sticks 
ot few aspersions. Fight or be brand¬ 
ed was the alternative, and Macola 
chose the former. 

The scene of the duel was a villa not 
far outside the Magglore Gate of Home. 


belonging to the famous Countess C®1- 
lere. This noblewoman hod been a 
great beauty and the more or less in¬ 
timate friend of all the Utter day 
great men of Italy. Her friendship 
with Cavallottl was said at one time 
to have been somew’hat more than pla¬ 
tonic. Why the garden of her villa 
should have been selected as the scene 
of the Cavallottl-Macola duel has 
never been satisfactorily explained, but 
so It w*as, and the Countess wstched 
the combat from a window of the 
house. 

At about eleven o’clock In the morn¬ 
ing the combatants arrived on the 
ground, and at that moment the dif¬ 
ference In their characters were clear¬ 
ly marked. Macola was steady and 
cool, wishing a disagreeable Incident 
well over. Cavallottl. excited, It Is said 
by drink, was burning to show* him¬ 
self still the invincible swordsman. 
Each was accompanied by friends and 
a physician. After the usual prelim¬ 
inaries the word was given. Two as¬ 
saults came to an end with both men 
uninjured. But In the third Macola 
on guard, was furiously attacked by 
the Radical leader, who. aiming for 
hls opponent's breast, was absolutely 
spitted on the Conservative's sword, al¬ 
though Macola had not moved hls 
weapon. 

The fatal mischance evidently was 
due to the short-sightedness of the in¬ 
jured man and hls mad fury. Cavnl- 
lottl tottered and fell, without a hand 
being stretched forth to support hltn. 
The seconds and doctors were aroused 
from their trance of terror, however, 
by blood curdling screams from the 
bouse nnd the cry of "Assassin!" In a 
woman’s voice. The Countess, desert¬ 
ing her window, had flown to the 
scene and. before any one had gathered 
hls wits, was sitting on the ground 
with Cavallotti’s head in her lap. 

"You have killed him!" she cried, 
turning menacingly upon Macola. "I 
curse you and all your brood!" 

• • • 

Revenge By Persecution. 

What the authorities thought of Ma- 
cola's responsibility for hls rival's 
death Is shown by the fact that the 
proceedings against him were purely 
formal nnd that he w*ns not even 
obliged to resign hls seat In the cham¬ 
ber. But for the Count, what was to 
be a life-long tragedy had begun. De¬ 
spite hls Innocence In th* matter, Ma¬ 
cola brooded continually over the 
catastrophe. And this the more pro¬ 
foundly as he w as never allowed to for¬ 
get it, the members of the extreme left. 


the dead man's parliamentary friends, 
ha'vlng determined to revenge him by 
unceasing persecution of hls Involunta¬ 
ry slayer. 

That persecution has been carried on 
with a relentlessness almost unbeliev¬ 
able In this day and generation. From 
the time w*hen their resolution was 
taken Cavallottl's friends absolutely 
refused to allow* Macola to speak In 
the House, but vilified, attacked and 
boycotted him at every turn, often 
showing a heartless Ingenuity In the 
torture they Inflicted. If the Count 
rv>s* to speak, hls opening sentences 
would be drowned by cries of "Cavai- 
lottl! Who murdered Cavallottl?’* and 
hisses, whistles. Insults and threats of 
physical violence would follow until 
the unfortunate Deputy sat down in 
despair. 

At first the treatment only aroused 
& determination on Macola's part to 
live down hls remorse and fight hls en¬ 
emies, but the strain was too great. 
Nature stepped in, and from that day 
out the Count had not only to contend 
with pitiless human antagonists, but 
with physical weakness. This unequal 
contest has lasted for nearly seven 
years, which for Macola have been 
years of weariness, illness and dis¬ 
couragement—-with occasional flashes 
of hls old brilliancy and wit, love of 
controversy nnd Joy In public life. In 
those years hls atanchest supporter 
and comrade has been hls wife, snd 
only the Countess Macola could de¬ 
scribe what this lime has meant to h»-r. 
During these dreary years the devoted 
w^oman has been obliged to watch her 
husband's remorse and se? the disor¬ 
der which attacked him slowly work Its 
way, weakening his physical force and 
brain power and destroying hls nerves. 
Count Macola's wife has done all that 
a woman could do, but without avail. 
It was to be. 

• • • 

Relentless Still. 


What the public believes to be the 
last scene In the tragedy was enacted 
the other day. and those who witnessed 
It declare that the memory* will never 
pass from their mtnds. For many 
months Count Macola had not attend¬ 
ed Parliament. Hls spirits had some¬ 
what improved in the Interval, and as a 
new* Chamber was to meet the much- 
tried Conservative Deputy fancied that 
he might he Allowed to speak without 
molestation. He hoped that H*ven years 
would have been sufficient to placate 
hls opponents. So. after writing one of 
the most brilliant speeches ever pre¬ 
pared by him. Macola went down to the 


Chamber to deliver It 

As he rose, notes In hand, to begin 
his address a hush of expectation fell 
on the House, and for a moment all 
fair-minded men hoped that the Con¬ 
servative leader was not to be Inter¬ 
fered with. Then, without a w*ord, the 
entire extreme left rose and left the 
hail In a body without a glance at the 
speaker. Macola turned pale, but did 
not lose hls self-possession, and glanc¬ 
ing at hls notes, began hls speech. Sud¬ 
denly, however, he stopped, hesitated, 
consulted hls notes and then went on. 
Again he stopped, looked about him lr 
a dazed manner, said a few words 
trembling violently, but making a su¬ 
preme effort. It was futile, however 
and after saying in a smothered voice. 
"I cannot; I feel 111f*’ Macola almost 
sank to the floor. A few moments lat¬ 
er, assisted by hls friends, the Count 
left the Chamber, while those who re¬ 
mained heard suppressed sobs from th# 
ladles’ gallery as the Countess Macola 
hurried to Join and comfort her hus¬ 
band. That moment had been th« 
death knell of a despairing woman’s 
hopes. 

Next day. In a dignified letter to th# 
President of the Chamber. Deputy Ma¬ 
cola resigned hls seat, on the plea of 
Ill-health and the fact that he is about 
to undergo an extremely dangerous op- 
eratifin. The resignation was not ac¬ 
cepted. which Is the one blue spot In 
a sky almost universally gray 

The nature of Macola's affliction Is 
known. He is suffering from a disease 
of the nerves which affects the who e 
body, and renders the right arm almost 
absolutely useless The doctors fear 
that hls hand will have to be ampu¬ 
tated and say even that may not be 
sufficient to check the malady. Hlf 
opponents, however, are merciless stlll- 
They say. "It is Just* With that hand 
he murdered Cavallottl. The Count* a? 
Cellere's curse Is having Its effect!" 

On the evening of me day of Ma< 
cola’s last appearance in the Chambei 
an anonymous article appeared In th« 
Avantl. the Socialist organ, attacklni 
him ferociously. When the article wai 
shown to Macola he exclaimed. **Th« 
writer Is afraid to a* knowledge hls owr 
vitriol, but when I know who he |s v 
I will kill him like a mad dog in the 
streets!" So there may be another act 
to the drama, after all.

At More Than $300,000,000. 

R OUGHLY estimated, the sales on the Louisville tobacco; 
“breaks" since 1850 up to the end of 1904 have amounted ! 
to 4,152,000,000 pounds of leaf tobacco, for which there 
was received, figuring conservatively, at least $300,000,000, per¬ 
haps a great deal more. In recent years the average value of 
the sales on the local “breaks" has been about $12,000,000. The 
actual number of hogsheads sold here in the past fiftv-six rears - 
is 3,458,970.

L ONG before Columbus dlecovered 
America the Indians had dis¬ 
covered leaf tobacco. They 

taught the white man how to 

use It, they smoked with him the pipe 
of peace and entered Into solemn 
covenants, which generally proved os 
unstable as smoke wreaths and ashes. 
Since that time mankind the world over 
has learned to use tobacco. Some 

pious people characterise the habit as 
a hurtful vice. Kings have issued

As a market 
for leaf tobacco Louisville Is known 
to people who. most probably, would 
never have heard of this city in any 
other way. It Is the best advertisement 
she has ever had.

that Louisville Is losing her prestige 
as a tobacco market. Merchants and 
bankers often say that the business 
Is not what It used to be, that fewer 
hogsheads are sold than In former 
ytara Granting the truth of this lat¬ 
ter statement, it Is also true that con¬ 
ditions hava changed.

Strips—Shipping Facilities. 

In recent years the shipping facili¬ 
ties that are afforded have greatly 
helped this market. It Is now possible 
to ahlp tobacoo in hogsheads or bales 
direct to any port ln the world where 
a ship goes on a through bill of lading, 
whereas It was formerly necessary to 
consign to forwarding agents In New 
York or other seaboard points, who 
would secure rates and bills of lading. 
The change, of course, does away with 
the necessity of paying a middleman. 

Kentucky tobacco Is now shipped out 
of Louisville to all parts of the globe. 
Nome, Alaska, takes her quota; the 
fishermen on the banks of Newfound¬ 
land use the Kentucky article; the 
Falkland Islands, the Cape Verde Is¬ 
lands. the Canary Islands, the porta 
of the Gulf of Guinea, North Africa, 
South Africa, East and W^st Africa, 
Tasmania, New Zealand. Guam, 
France. Italy, Spain. England, Hun¬ 
gary. the desert of Arabia, Algeria, 
Japan—In fact, all the world gets Ken¬ 
tucky tobacco in some form or other. 

The business In strips In this market 
has been gradually Increasing. Until 
recent years the packing of strips was 
largely done tn Owensboro and Hender¬ 
son, but lt must be apparent to ctoa* 
observers that the local market Is to 
take control of tills branch. Shipments 
of strips are now put up here In coses, 
quarter-hogsheads, small hogsheads, 
half-hogshends and hogsheads, some of 
the latter weighing or much as 3.000 
pounds. In this way what are known 
to the trade as ”Africans,” “balers” 
and “blackfats" are packed and 
shipped. Frequently the packages are 
wrapped In canvas or burlaps, as they 
go to such out-of-the-way places thit 
a ship finds It impossible to land, and 
they are simply thrown overboard nnd 
floated ashore by the natives, w'ho come 
out In small boats to meet the vessel. 
This rehandling business has grown to 
such proportions that ft now amounts 
to about 20 . 000.000 pounds per year.

”He found that the native Australian 
bees hdd tongues too short to reach the 
clover'e pollen -forming organs. These 
organs tn red clover are hidden deeply 
ln the heart of the tube-llke petals, and 
they can only be fertilized by the long- 
tongued humble bee. If red clover ie 
not visited by humble bees, who bear 
the golden pollen grains from one blos¬ 
som to another, it never seeds—It can¬ 
not be grown. The scientist, aware of 
this fact, soon put his finger on the 
barren Australian clover s trouble. He 
Imported a lot of long-tongued humble 
bees. These bees flourished, and im¬ 
mediately Australian clover, which had 
promised to be a failure, became one 
of the country’s richest and finest 
crops.

Un¬ 
til that moment it had been neglnoted, 
unobserved In Its cloud pink loveliness, 
but having thrust Itself with such 
charming Insistence upon the notice of 
the heavenborn. the Tenshl, It was 


destined thenceforth to occupy first 
place In the hearts of the people of the 
land wherein alone it blossoms to per¬ 
fection. The Indies of the court of 
Richleu had never. In their holy seclu¬ 
sion, looked upon a cherry blossom, and 
w hen they were told the sweet story of 
the single dying flower diopp.ug ho 
s-ally Into the Kmperoi's wine cup 
th«*lr curiosity was 30 gr*at tHr*t hl« 
majesty caused to he brought from tHe 
hills some of the most pe.fect tiee*.

W ITHIN the last half dozen 
years great sums of money 
have been expended by many 
States of the Union tan the 
erection of memorial monuments to 
their soldier dead on various historic 
battle fields. The work Is still going on 
and the Government Is doing much to 
help, $61,500 being given by Congress 
recently in one lump to pay for suit¬ 
able cenotaphs in honor of regular 
army organisations which fought at 
Gettysburg. Meanwhile, the great 
fighting ground at Chickamauga. now 
a national park. Is getting to be thick- 
Jy sprinkled with works of art in im¬ 
perishable granite and bronze, which 
record the deeds of both Union and 
Con federate troops, and the same sort 
of patriotic enterprise is being mani¬ 
fested at Antietam. at Vicksburg and 
at the held of Shiloh. 

The finest monuments on any of our 
battle field* are now being put up at 
Vicksburg. One of them, erected by th*» 

State of Illinois at a cost of liOO.UCO, 

Is of granite and bronze. It has the 
form of a temple, nearly circular, forty- 
eight feet in diameter at the base and 
fifty-eight feet high, with a sort of 
porch upheld by columns. Another, by 
Iowa, is equally beautiful in Its way, 
consisting of a half-circle of columns, 
with elaborate decorations, Including 
tablets. 

At Antietam, which saw th* hardest 
day's fighting of the Civil War. 10.000 
men being \il1ed on both sides, all the 
States that were represented by troops 
are erecting monuments. Not long ago 
Ohio dedicated ten such memorials to 
her regiments In one bunch on that 
field. Perhaps the most interesting of 
them was a huge granite block with a 
bronse tablet which represented.

Moat of the Government money has 
been used for the purchase of land, and . 
the Chickamauga Park now embraces . 
one patch of ten square miles, plus a' * 
number of smaller pieces, which are ^ 
connected by roads, that have been ced¬ 
ed to Uncle Sam by the State. It Is 
a particularly good Investment, Inas¬ 
much as the field over which two ar¬ 
mies of 60.000 men fought affords an ad¬ 
mirable ground for practice maneuvers. 

Along the lines thus laid outt the 
monuments are erected by the States, 
the Government furnishing fas on other 
fields) the foundations. New York has 
put up on Lookout Mountain a shaft 
eeventy-elght feet high, with a bronze 
group twenty feet high on top of It. the 
whole resting on a circular base 
fifty-two feet In diameter. Ohio has 
furnished fifty-six regimental and bat¬ 
tery monuments, and, in addition, a su¬ 
perb granite shaft costing $30,000, on 
Missionary Ridge. The shaft, ninety 
feet in height, resembles the Washing- 
tor -Monument in miniature, and at the 
corners of the base are four granite 
statue? representing a cavalryman, an 
Infantryman, an artilleryman and a 
drummer boy. Another superb memo¬ 
rial on Missionary Ridge, marking Gen. 
Bragg's headquarters, has been erected 
by Illinois, at a cost of S22.UOO. It Is & 
granite shaft surmounted by a bronze 
statue of Victory, and about the base 
are statue* representing the three arms 
of the service. 

Many States are now putting up 
monuments at Shiloh—-particularly In¬ 
diana, Ohio, Illinois and Pennsylvania 
The historic* field Is heavily wooded and 
runs along the picturesque banks of the 
Tennessee river. On thl* battlefield the 
spot where any brigade commander fell 
is marked with cannon and pUee of 
cannon ball*. At Chickamauga the 
same purpose Is accomplished by the 
erection In each case of a pyramid of 
ten-inch shells. Wherever batteries 
were stationed on any of the battle¬ 
fields they are represented by mounted 
guns, which, whenever practicable, are 
the original veritable cannon that were 
engaged In the fights. 
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THE DIFFICULT TASK OF ST AB LING THE OCEAN GREYHOUND. 

Docking These Big Ships Is the Most Ticklish Part of the Voyage—Accidents That Have Come At the End of Voyages . 


W HEN the flftecn-thousand- 
tonner, hurled acrosB the At¬ 
lantic by her 35,000 horse¬ 
power working at top speed, 
baa drow'ned white Sandy Hook In her 
shouldering rollers, threatened the hid¬ 
den ship channel, slipped by Liberty 
Island and dodged five score of perils 
from the Hudson river's marine throng, 
then come* her real danger. 

For a space, while she lies fronting 
her berth In dock, her machinery stops. 
In that moment she becomes a helplesB. 
inert thing. With her power gone, h«t 
steerage way is gone. All the engi¬ 
neering skill aboard her Is powerless. 
The monster Is In the grip of the tide 
and the wind. 

8hc may have so little motion on her 
that only the trained nautical eye cun 
see her move at all. Bui lf».0M0 tons 
need not move fast to destroy or be de¬ 
stroyed. Let that churchlike bow Just 
play touch-and-go with the great pier, 
and spiles and rafters may burst Into 
ponderous ruin, or the smooth Iron 
plates of the big ship buckle and tear 
like a tin roof before 1 summer's gale. 

When sht Is moving thus, with In- 
*!*tla doing the pushing, no power on 
VirLti can stop her. if she glides, ever 
so gently, into a moored ship, she will 
cut It In two as of knife breaks the shell 
of an egg. or she may meet a miser¬ 
able, puny ten-inch spike and tear her¬ 
self up as If she had been rent by ex¬ 
ploding powder. No matter how fast 
the propeller may w’hlrl then, she can’t 
be stopped before the damage Is done. 
Long before the huge red blades can 
take hold of the water and control the 
ship, she will have drifted the fatal 
few feet and be a ruin or a murderer, 
smitten by disaster within a few feet 
of her goal after having sprung across

Now and then a daring genius of a 
Captain, coming In on "sbtek water" 
when the tidal current has spent Its 
force and the stream Is motionless for 
a space before the tide turns, takes a 
big ship In almost under her own 
steam.

In a strong current nnd In a wind 
blowing w th any considerable force 
from any direction whatever the ship 
can hardly dare give herself any ex¬ 
cept the slightest motion. And as she 
can’t hold good steerage way except at 
a speed superior to that of most tug* 
any motion acquired from her own en¬ 
gines is always likely to be great 
enough for her to outrun the serving 
tow*bonta. * 

So the big ships, having raced 3.000 
miles against time over a trackless deep 
having flaunted their black smoke at 
the o«*ean tempest and cast the moun¬ 
tainous waves contemptuously aside 
with their hasting prows, give up hum¬ 
bly and go slowly In, led on halters by 
the saucy little tugboats, when they o 
to dock.

In 1846, he 
was elected to Congress, serving one 
term. He was very much opposed to 
slavery, and through his efforts It waa 
abolished. March 4, 1S61, he was In¬ 
augurated as President of our country, 
and April 14, 1865, he was shot by J. 
W. Booth In a Washington theater. 
Amid the tears and sorrow of a whole 
nation his remains were taken to 
fepringfleld, Ill., where a noble monu¬ 
ment has been erected to his memory.

I ONDON, May 18.—During the past 
“ week a movement has been quiet¬ 
ly set on foot In Ijotidon to establish an 
American Actors* Fund. It to esti¬ 
mated that there are now over 2,0<>0 
American-born actors, actresses, vau¬ 
deville performers and chorus girls ln # 
Great Britain, and the number is get¬ 
ting larger every year, fn case of ill¬ 
ness or poverty these transatlantic! 
playetfe can get no relief whatever from 
the British Actora* Fund, which never 
has been a particularly flourishing in¬ 
stitution. and the need of a special 
fund is urgent. 

In case of bud luck the conditlom are 
harder on the American music hall 
people than on those In the "legiti¬ 
mate." When whole companies are 
brought over their return to the United 
States to guaranteed. On the other 
hand few vaudeville performers haxe 
engagements before they leave Ameri¬ 
ca, so the Actors* Fund Idea appealed 
strongly to them. R. G. Knowles nnJ 
Eugene Btratton, who are the two high¬ 
est salaried American music h^H per¬ 
formers in England, are both interested 
In the scheme. 

It U* proposed to have the simplest 
kind of an organization, the control 
to be In the hands of five trustees, with 
no membership fee. Each American 
actor will be given a card which, by 
special arrangement, will entitle the 
holder to enter one of the best hospitals 
without the usual long-winded, red tap 3 
operation required In England In case 
of sudden Hines*.
